COLLIERY WORKINGS IN NORTHUMBERLAND. 


Srm,—yYour correspondent from this district is in error when he says, 
in last week’s Journal, that the Page Bank and Spenny Moor Collieries 
are still idle. The Page Bank workmen stood for three days only—on 
Oct. 26, 27, and 28—for an advance of wages, which was granted to them 
at the rate of 10 per cent., and they have continued at work, with the ex- 
ception of one day, ever since, The Spenny Moor men have been striking 
now about two months. These men never asked for an advance of wages, 
their object being to remove the overman—not the managers—from his 
situation, which was refused. There are only about ten men employed 
now at Spenny Moor as hewers. The Page Bank men are continuing at 
work, restrictiog their earnings to 3s. 6d. per day; which is the same with 
the whole of the workmen at Coxhoe, Hunwick, Newfield, and Byers 
Green Collieries, belonging to the West Hartlepool Dock Company. 

The colliers at Messrs. Strakers and Love’s are still idle, and there seems 
no prospect of any settlement being come to at these collieries, although 
the difference is not so great between employers and employed. At their 
last interview with Mr. Love, the men were promised that each tub should 
be weighed if possible, each man to be paid his average weight, and the 
* set-out”’ system to be abolished altogether; but Mr. Love would not give 
the same rate for tubs so filled, as he did for the rocked, or heaped-up, 
tubs. The men want the same price; so, I believe, there the matter now 
stands.— Durham, Dec. 2. B. M. 


THE PRINCIPLES OF COLLIERY RATING, 


Sin,—A certain assistant-overseer of a Union, within which a large num- 
ber of important collieries are situated—Mr, T. F. Hedley, of Sunderland 
—has undertaken to expound the principle upon which colliery property 
should be rated, but he so fearfully complicates the subject, that I think 
his proposition should be for ever abandoned; more especially as the Coal 
‘Trade Committee have expressed their willingness to agree to a scheme of 
rating which is far more equitable, and infinitely more simple. Mr. Hugh 
‘Taylor, the Chairman of the Coal Trade Committee—than whom no man 
living is better able to speak with authority{on the subject—writes that “ the 
proposition of the magistrates of the county of Northumberland for rating 
collieries is understood by the Coal Trade Committee to be to rate the 
collieries on the actual rent of each, charged at the existing rate of rental 
payable to the lessor. ‘This to include all property connected with the re- 
spective collieries, and to this mode of calculation the committee are dis- 
posed to recommend the trade to agree, provided an equitable allowance 
is made for insurance, and for keeping up the materials, buildings, &c., 
all of which are essential for maintaining the collieries as current going ; 
and this allowance, the committee submit, should not, in accordance with 
the deductions made in the case of manufactories, &c., be less than 25 per 
cent.; and if thisis conceded, the Committee of Coalowners offer to waive 
the consideration of the redemption of the large capital requisite for ren- 
dering the mine productive.’ A more equitable arrangement than this 
can scarcely be conceived; yet, lest it should be objected to, Mr. Taylor, 
proposes another scheme, which, as he truly says, “ is supposed to be more 
consonant with the practice of the magistrates, and in accordance with the 
general mode of rating;’’ and this view is illustrated by Mr. Taylor sup- 
posing the following case :—*‘ Rental payable—say, 2000/.; the full mar- 
ketable value of this, at twelve years’ purchase, is 24,000/.; allowing 2 per 
cent, on this for insurance, equals 480/,, and 480/, deducted from 2000/., 
leaves 1520/. as the nett rateable value, or at 76 per cent. of the actual 
valuc.” The extreme simplicity of each of these suggestions is obvious, 
whilst, with regard to the proposition Mr. Hedley puts forward as a sub- 
stitute, it is both complicated and wrong in principle. 

As Mr. Hedley bases his calculations upon a royalty rent of 80001., 
whilst Mr. Taylor has based his estimate upon a royalty rent of 2000/., I 
have taken the liberty of dividing all his figures by 4, in order that the 
two estimates may be supposed to refer to the same colliery. With this 
modification Mr, Hedley’s calculations are thus summarised :—

In explanation of this Mr. Hedley writes— 

T do not know what your opinion may be as to whether a tenant could be found for 
this colliery at the gross estimated rental of 3712/. 10s. or not, but such is clearly its 
value, calculated on the rent actually paid, with the additional rent or profit on the ca- 
pital expended, nor do I know the exact proportion which this rateable value of 28622. 
bears to the profits of the colliery, but from the information I have, I think that if this 
colliery was rated upon that amount, that it would be considerably overrated in compa- 
rison with other large works in this neighbourhood, and in excess of the proportion of 
rateable value to the profits, as compared with the waterworks, docks, gasworks, and 
railways. I find, for instance, in the valuation of waterworks, where the risk is not 
great, and the tenants’ capital required for working is comparatively small, that the nett 
rateable value averages about the rate of 60 per cent. upon the profits; docks, where the 
risk is greater than in water-works, by reason of the Ilability of the gates and locks to 
injury, and the cost of repairs, from the nature of the works being always considerable, 
that the rateable value averages about 55 per cent. of the profits; and in gasworks and 
railways, where tho risk is not only greater than in waterworks and docks, but the 
tenants’ capital much larger, that the rateable value averages about 50 per cent, of the 
Profits. Now, following up this principle of rateable value in the proportion of profits, 
and according to the tenants’ capital and risk, and considering the still greater risk in 
colliery property, I think that the assessment of collierios should not be at agreater rate 
than 40 or 45 per cent. of the profits—that is, supposing the amount of tenants’ capital 
ig about equal to gasworks and railways.” 

Now, by starting upon a fallacy, Mr. Hedley obtains an estimated rate- 
able value so manifestly excessive that even he cannot adopt it; in fact, 
he finds himself in the position of the braggart who first stated that he had 
but one arrow, and (forgetting this) that he had slain 200 men. His hearer 
naturally asks—‘‘ How did you dojthis with one arrow ?” When, to relieve 
himself, he replies—“‘ Why, you see, I had a string to it, and pulled it back, 
and shot again ad libitum.” Mr. Hedley gets a result far too high, and 
resorts to the empirical process of guessing at 55 per cent. reduction to get 
him out of his difficulty. 

I believe all practical men know that the royalty paid to the owner is 
regarded as the equivalent of the gross annual rental of the property, and 
since, with regard to property other than collieries, about 75 or 80 per 
cent. of this ross annual rental is the amount upon which the rate is made; 
this is as it should be. The only difference that should be made with re- 
spect to collieries is, that a larger percentage should be deducted from the 
gross annual rental before the rate is levied, to compensate for the increased 
amount of risk. According to Mr. Hedley’s complicated calculation, a 
colliery paying 20002. per annum should pay rates upon about 12502., 
which is about 15 per cent. more favourable to the colliery lessees of Nor- 
thumberland than the estimate which they express their willingness to 
adopt. If, therefore, the royalty be taken as the basis of rating, and 37} 
per cent. be deducted for incidentals, the rate being paid on the remainder. 
the poor law guardians will get as much money out of a rate as Mr. Hedley 
considers them entitled to (I admit that in his conclusion he is as near as 
possible accurate), and the system of rating would give satisfaction to every 
colliery lessee, not ouly in Northumberland and Durham, but throughout 
the kingdom. 

The amount paid as royalty is the only datum from which the aanual 
value of a colliery can be ascertained. Mr. Hedley observes that the words 
of the Parochial Assessment Act are that—

These words certainly apply to a colliery as well as to all other rateable 
subjects, and, therefore, collieries must be (as in the case of all other pro- 
Perty) valaed and rated at the sum at which they might, with all improve- 
ments and advantages, reasonably be expected to let at from year to year 
’ the date of making the rate. What, then, is the sum at which a col- 

—_ can be let from ng to year? Why, surely the amount of royalty, 
and nothing else. The keeper of a hotel obtains no reduction from his 
poor-rates because he has had a bad season, neither is he required to pay 
more because he has had a good one; in both cases his rates are based 
upon the amount paid to his landlord, his own profits never entering into 
the calculation—these are subjects for the consideration of himself and the 
mounts tax collector. _ The annual value of a colliery (including the whole 
> ng plant and machinery, &c.) can only be that of the royalty obtain- 
° from it; the coal is worth nothing until it is brought to surface, and 

plant and machinery are simply the means employed to bring it to 

urface, {t could 4s reasonably be argued that the hotel-keeper should be 





rated not only upon the house itself, but upon the furniture also; the fur- 


niture certainly not being more essential to give the hotel any annual value 
whatever than is the plant and machinery of a colliery to give the colliery 
any annual value whatever. There can be no doubt that Mr. Hedley is 
correct when he says that it is ‘‘ generally admitted that it is the profit 
which a tenant expects to derive from the occupation which enables him 
to determine the rent he will give. Even in taking a farm, Mr. Justice 
Erle recently asked if “the tenant in calculating the rent he would give 
would not consider the profits, or whether the farm would grow wheat or 
thistles;” and were you about to rent waterworks, or a dock, or gasworks, 
or a railway, previously to determining the rent which you would give, 
would you not ask for the balance-sheets, to see the receipts and expenses, 
and calculate what tenants’ capital you would have to embark, and what 
profit you might expect to receive ? And would you not apply the same 
principle of calculation to a colliery to determine the rent which you would 
give for a current going colliery ? But Mr. Hedley should consider that 
Mr. Justice Erle’s remarks apply rather to a case in which the annual 
value has to be ascertained, whilst in the case he (Mr. Hedley) is arguing, 
the annual value has already been ascertained with the greatest care—the 
owner of the mineral, of course, endeavouring to obtain the highest ible 
royalty, and the intending lessee the lowest; consequently, it may be con- 
cluded that the amount mutually agreed to represents the equitable value.

THE COST-BOOK SYSTEM, WITH LIMITED LIABILITY. 


Sir,—‘ Lux Obscura” really bears me out in my arguments when he 
states that “In a cost-book partnership the individual shareholders are 
never sued, except in two cases, when they do not pay their calls and a 
merchant is put upon them, and when the company is being wound-up, 
with heavy liabilities existing.” That is just where the shoe pinches. 
Every shareholder, no matter how small his interest is, is personally liable for 
the total amount of the liabilitiesof theconcern. It is to this that I apply 
the remedy, by making each shareholder’s liability commensurate with the 
extent of his interest; and, in addition, limiting it to a certain stated amount. 
A case in point:—It was only the other day that I was told by a gentleman 
of large property, living in a west-end square, that one morning he was 
favoured, without any previous notice, with the visit of a writ-server, who 
served him with a process at the suit of some timber merchants at Ply- 
mouth, who claimed about 2002. Never having had any transactions with 
them, he protested that it must be a mistake. On enquiry he discovered 
that a mine in which he had held a few shares some years previously had 
stopped, with heavy liabilities, and the creditors were selecting the richest 
adventurers, and suing them for the respective amounts of theirdebts. The 
result was that he found his only course was to pay the whole amount 
claimed, and costs. Truly a pleasant after-clap, through dabbling in a 
few shares. In the er proposed by me this could not have hap- 
pened. The creditor would have had no power to sue him, but only to 
wind-up the company, when he would know the utmost possible extent of 
his liability. Your correspondent argues that in a nents suggested by 
me there would be less inducement for the committee to keep the mine 
free from liability. I do not see that; but even if it were so there would, 
necessarily, be a stronger inducement to creditors not to give unreasonable 
credit, which would be a far more desirable safeguard to shareholders. 

“Lux Obscura” then takes up the part of the creditor, and argues that 
my proposed system would stop all credit. I will soon prove otherwise; 
but even if it did so, would that beinjurious ? Zmaintain that the trans- 
actions of joint-stock companies, especially mining companies, should 
be for cash, as being the best protection to shareholders; and that every- 
thing that tends to foster the giving of unlimited credit is utterly bad. 
A joint-stock company is properly formed that several persons may join 
together in an undertaking, and derive the benefits of the command of 
capital which a company necessarily has, and which a private individual 
seldom can obtain. Therefore, a company ought not to require credit like 
a private individual, who is compelled to trade on his credit. In that case, 
the consequences of reckless trading falls on himself, but in a joint-stock 
company the innocent shareholders are responsible for the rashness of others. 

“Lux Obscura” asks me to prove how the relinquishment of shares in 
a company limited by guarantee can be legally or equitably permitted. 
I will content myself by referring him to the able opinions published with 
this letter, a perusal of which will, I am confident, fully convince him of 
the legality of relinquishment. 

**Lux Obscura” — does not understand the proposed power of re- 
linquishment; he evidently overlooked the following sentence in my last 
letter: —“ If any shareholder, who holds 10 shares, for instance, feels dis- 
satisfied, then, on payment of all arrears of calls, he may relinquish his 
shares, and free himself from all future liability, his only remaining re- 
sponsibility being in respect of the guarantee of 1/. per share, whereby, if 
the company be wound-up within a year, he is liable to be called upon to 
contribute towards the debts, if the assets are insufficient to meet them, to 
such an extent as may be required, not exceeding 1/. per share, or 10/7. in 
the whole. This is asalutary provision, and prevents a few favoured share- 
holders, by relinquishing at the last moment, throwing all the responsibility 
on the remaining ones.” Therefore, I distinctly free the system from the 
very objection that ‘‘ Lux Obscura” so strongly urges in his letter. It 
would be impossible for a case to happen like that suggested by him—that 
9990 shares out of 10,000 might be relinquished, leaving the creditors only 
102. as assets on the remaining shares. 

The doctrine of relinquishment is intended to apply to relieving share- 
holders from future liabilities, nothing can protect them from the liabilities 
incurred while they are shareholders—indeed, it would be manifestly un- 
just if such were the case. Existing creditors at the date of the relinquish- 
ment can for a twelvemonth after, on the company being wound-up, make 
any shareholder who has so relinquished contribute to the extent of his 
guarantee towards payment of theirclaims. Subsequent creditors have no 
legal, equitable, or moral claim against them. In such a case the doctrine 
of caveat emptor strongly applies. Creditors have it in their power, when- 
ever they like, by inspecting the register of shareholders, to ascertain the 
exact number of shareholders liable to contribute. If they choose to trust 
the company without enquiry, then they must pay for their negligence, 
and they have only themselves to blame, I think it will be conceded that 
the power of relinquishing shares is a most proper and politic one, and is 
fraught with no manner of evil or danger to anyone—but, on the contrary, 
the knowledge that the company is established reserving that power to 
shareholders will act as a great encouragement to, and secure the support 
of, cautious and prudent investors. How many shareholders would be glad 
if such a power could be reserved in a company limited by shares, as at 
present formed, and where from mismanagement, disunion, or dishonesty, 
the only result can be complete failure. 

As honest creditors do not give upwards of a twelve month’s credit, they 
can suffer no harm from the power of relinquishing shares. Leave cre- 
ditors alone, it is quite certain they will take care of themselves, and as they 
can at all times demand a free inspection of the register, they have every- 
thing within their power to protect themselves, and the advantage of re- 
linquishment to shareholders is too great to be lightly given up. Asa 
general rule, all mining leases require that a list of the adventurers should 
be kept at the count-house of the mine, therefore even the power of enquiry 
is placed within reach of the working miners. 

Although a company may have power tocall up capital to an unlimited 
extent for the purpose of furthering the interests of the company, yet when 
the shareholders have the power of relinquishment reserved to them, it 
cannot be said that their liability is unlimited, as they can whenever they 
feel so inclined effectually release themselves from all future calls if they 
do not feel disposed to persevere in the undertaking, and it is nothing but 
fair that those who do should reap all the fruits. 

The method of incorporation advanced by me is in every way suited to 
the working of mineral properties, and comprises every advantage of the 
Cost-book Principle; one great feature of that form of company, which 
has, perhaps, met with more praise than any other, is the power vested in 
the shareholders of managing their own property, by frequent meetings 
being held, whereat they make their own calls, which thereby renders them 
in a great degree free from the unfair proceedings of directors, who act as 
such for the sole purpose of their own pecuniary advantage. The same 
peculiar features of frequent meetings, at which shareholders make their 
own calls, is of necessity a part and parcel of the form of company pro- 
posed by me, inasmuch as calls can only be made by the company in 
general meeting; hence “ T. S.” is wrong in stating that the shareholders 
must pay whatever calls the directors think fit. 

It has been held that a company limited by shares can proceed with its 
business although a very small number of shares has been subscribed for, 
wholly inadequate to carry out the company’s operations. This would not 
be the case in a company incorporated as suggested by me. Unless other- 
wise expressly stated, it could not commence business until the whole num- 





ber of shares were taken up. The reason is obvious; in a company so 
constituted the amount called up per share depends entirely upon the num- 
ber of shares taken up. In a company limited by shares a stated amount 
per share is named, beyond which no calls can be made. 

_ I will again recapitulate the principles of the new method of incorporat- 
ing companies, by which anyone can see at a glance that I combine all the 
advantages of the cost-book with limited liability. 

The company, in general meeting only, may from time to time call up the 
capital found necessary to prosecute their works, The calls thus made can 
be legally enforced on the shareholders, any of whom, however, may, if th 
despair of the company’s operations being successful, on payment of 
unpaid calls actually made (if they cannot dispose of their shares), relin- 
quish them to the company, whereby they are released from all fi lia- 
bility whatever, except the company be wound-up within a twelvemonth 
after, when they can be compelled, in the event of the company’s assets 
being insufficient, to subscribe towards meeting the liabilities existing at 
the date of their relinquishment to the extent of their guarantee of a stated 
amount per share, and no more. - 

These are the peculiar advantages of the cost-book, with the addition ot 
the greater protection that the liability towards existing liabilities at the 
date of relinquishment is limited to one year therefrom, and to a stated 
amount only, whereas in the cost-book it is six years, and to the whole ex- 
tent of the liabilities then in existence. 

The shareholders will also receive the benefit of incorporation under the 
Limited Liability Act, whereby each shareholder is absolutely free from 
all personal or individual liability for the debts of the company, for which 
he cannot be sued. The creditors’ only remedy is against the company, the 
shareholders in which, if it has not assets to satisfy them, can only be at- 
tacked by winding it up, when they are only called upon to i 
rata up to a stated amount per share, beyond which they are entire 
from all further liability. 

Perhaps the last paragraph in Mr. Tapping’s opinion requires a little 
explanation. As cost-book companies can now be wound up they are sub- 
ject to the same objection, and in a far greater degree, as the shareholders, 
liability to contribute to the expense of winding-up is unlimited. Com- 
panies limited by shares whose capital is not called all up are also liable to 
the same objection, as the uncalled up portion forms a fund to defray the 
expenses of winding-up. Many high authorities consider that the full 
amount of the shares in limited liability companies ought never to be called 
up, but that a sufficient amount should always be left uncalled up, to act as 
& guarantee fund for the outstanding liabilities. The objection, however, 
lies wholly in the shareholders’ hands, for it depends entirely upon them- 
selves if they allow it or not. Almost the only practical reasons for which 
a company can be wound-up are for non-payment of its debts, or when a 
resolution to wind-up has been passed by a majority of three-fourths of the 
shareholders present in general meeting. As calls are made by the share- 
holders themselves, they have only to make sufficient to pay their debts, and 
noonecan trouble them. If they by such a majority as is required pass a 
resolution to wind-up I do not think they can complain. 

““G. C. B.” puts an objection which can scarcely arise.in a legitimate 
mining enterprise. Mining is uncertain enough in itself, without giving so 
great a price for a property as that named by him, unless, indeed, it be 
for a property in full work, and making large returns. In sucha case I should 
advise the adoption of the usual method of incorporating a company having 
its capital limited by shares. All a company formed for working such a 
property wants is a reasonable amount of capital to act as a reserve fund. 

It is to progressive mines that the principle of incorporation proposed by 
me should be applied; and when one-half the capital of the mine is asked 
for its purchase, unless in very rare cases, success is out of the question. 
When a fair price is asked (say from one-fifth to one-eighth of the mine) 
which is the usual method upon which the amount of the purchase-money 
is based, then the evil complained of is reduced to very small dimensions. 
The practice of asking several thousand pounds as premiums for mines 
brought out under the Limited Liability Act injures legitimate mining 
most materially. The only remedy is for capitalists to turn their faces en- 
tirely froin such schemes, and, on the other hand, to give their strongest 
support to those where the vendors are content to take a reasonable amount 
for the property. 

I will conclade by giving the opinions of Messrs. T. Tapping, and C. A. 
Turner, of the Western Circuit, on the legality of the mode of incorpora- 
tion suggested by me. That such a staunch supporter as Mr. Tapping 
formerly was of the Cost-book System should now so strenuously support 
that of limited liability, shows that the Cost-book System requires modifi- 
cation to meet the requirements of the age. 

The following were the questions put to counsel: — 

1, —Whether a company may be legally formed upon the principle of the liability of 
each member being based upon a certain amount named in the Articles of Association 
for every share held by him ? 

2.—Whether, if power to that effect be reserved in the Articles of Association, the 
capital of the company named therein may from time to time be increased by augment- 
ing the amount of the shares, and each member be liable to pay his part of such increased 
capital, upon the same being legally called up? 

3.—Whether the members nfay, upon payment of all calls and clear liability, relin- 
quish their shares if empowered by the Articles of Association so to do? 

4.—Whether fully paid-up shares, paid to the vendors for the property, are liabie to 
the amount guaranteed per share ? 

OPINION OF MR. THOMAS TAPPING. 

I have attentively considered the above case, and am of opinion upon the several 
points submited to me as follows :— 

1.—That a company may be legally formed as suggested—that is, limiting the iiabi- 
lity of each member to a certain sum upon every share held by him. 


2.—That if a sufficient power be reserved in the Articles of Association, the company’s 
capital may be, from time to time, increased by augmenting the amount of the shares, 
and each shareholder, or member, would be liable to pay his part of such increased ca- 
pital, upon the same being legally called up. 

3.—That it may be legally stipulated in Articles of Association that mombers, or 
shareholders, may upon payment of all calls relinquish their shares to the company, 
and so terminate their liability. This is, in fact, the introduction and adoption of the 
well-known cost-book power. 

4.—Whether the purchase-shares would or not be liable to contribute to the guarantee 
fund must be ascertained from the contract of sale, but there is no legal impediment 
why purchase-shares shouid not be liable to contribute to the guarantee fund. 

Generally, I wish to add to the above opinion, that the best mode of establishing a 
mining company is under the Joint-Stock Acts, adding, if desired, the better parts of 
the Cost-book System—such as monthly pay-sheets, quarterly meetings, powers to re- 
linquish, &c. Before the introduction of the Limited Liability Principle under the 
Joint-Stock Acts, no doubt the Cost-book System was an admirable one, and the only 
one, but the safety conferred by limited liability is so attractive, and so necessary, that 
few care at the present day to risk their last acre, or last shilling, by buying a single 
share in a cost-book company. I have no doubt that in a few years all mines, whether 
in or out of the counties of Cornwall or Devon, will be worked under the Joint-Stock 
Acts, with limited liability. > 4 preju- 

Also, my opinion is that ordinarily the formation of a guarantee fund for 
often precipitates the winding-up; and, therefore, unless the direction is st 
above suspicion, I should not recommend a mining com; any to have a guaran’ 
ing-up fand, but simply to be formed as a company having the liability of its x 
limited by shares.—Taomas Tarrine: Nov. 21, 8e 


OPINION OF MR, C, A. TURNER. 

1,—The sections in the Joint-Stock Companies Act, under which companies are au- 
thorised to be incorporated, the liability of whose members is limited by guarantee, 
merely direct that the amount shall be specified in the Memorandum of Association, 
which each member undertakes to contribute towards the liability of the company in 
the event of its being wound-up while he is a member, or within one year after. In 
the cases, therefore, of such companies having their capital divided into shares, I see 
nothing in the Act to prevent the equitable provision that the amount guaranteed by 
each member should be proportionate to the number of shares held by him—that is to 
say, it may be declared that the amount guaranteed by a member is a specific amount 
for each share held by him. 

2.—All companies are partnerships, and subject to all the incidents of partnerships, 
save so far as those incidents are varied by the provisions of the Joint-Stock Companies 
Act. In the formation of an ordinary partnership, it might be agreed between the in- 
tending partners that in the event of the capital originally subscribed proving insufficl- 
ent each partner should contribute a further amount towards the capital; or, if he 
should decline to do so, should forfeit or relinquish his interestin the partnership: and, 
consequently, unless there is some provision in the Act to prohibit the Increase of capl- 
tal by a similar process in the case of a joint-stock company, it is clear that a company 
may be formed with power to augment its capital in the manner suggested. Now, the 
Act distinctly states how far the Memorandum of Association may be altered in the 
caseof companies /imited by shares, and apparently indicates the only means wh 
the capital of such companies may be i d, but with respect to companies limited 
by guarantee, and unlimited companes, it is silent in respect of any prohibition of a2 
increase of capital. Iam, therefore, of opinion that by the insertion of a proper claus? 
in the Articles of Association, companies limited by guarantee, or unlimited, may be 
formed with power to augment their capital by increasing the amount of their shares, 
and that members who do not relinquish their shares will be liable to pay their quot# 
to the increased capital. 

3.—Members of a company limited by guarantee may be empowered to relinquish 
their shares, by a provision to that effect in the Articles of Association. In the e 
of relinquishment, the member relinquishing will be liable for the cal!s due in 
oi the original capital. He will also be liable for the amount guaranteed by him, but 
only in the event of the company being wound-up within one year from the time of re 
linquishment, He will have no other liability. 

4.—I am of opinion that holders of paid-up shares in a company limited by guarantee 
are between themselves and the public liable to pay the amount declared to be 
teed on each share, and this notwithstanding that such shares may have been acquire! 
through the sale of property, or in requital of services rendered to the company. 
course, as between the holders of such ghares and the other shareholders, the lability 
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will depend upon the terms of the agreement between them. The holders of paid-up 
shares may be indemnified (if it be expressly stipulated)) by the other shareholders 
against such liability; buat, notwithstanding such ind 
marily lable to the public, 

5.—I am of opinion that the Memorandum and Articles of Association sent herewith

A WORD TO SHAREHOLDERS IN PUBLIC COMPANIES. 

Sin,—A prospectus, with a board of directors, is issued to work, it may 
be, a slate quarry ora mine; the undertaking appears to offer good results, 
the public respond, and shares are subscribed for; allotments and deposits 
paid, and the receipt for the same duly received. All well and good; so 
the directors commence operations, the shareholders placing confidence in 
them, and fancying that at the end of the year great results will be obtained. 
The end of the first year arrives, the directors, as in duty bound, convene 
@ meeting, to render up thereto an account of their stewardship. ‘The day 
arrives, the Chairman of the buard and the directors are at their post at 
the hour appointed, and a few shareholders are also present. Chairman, 
directors, and shareholders sit looking at each other, and examining reports, 
as it they had not been conned over 50 times previously, and, though the 
hour at which the meeting was convened for is past, no business is begun. 
At last, after an hour’s waiting, the Chairman rises, and says that as there 
18 not a quorum of shareholders present he cannot hold the meeting, and 
consequently adjourns it. Such was the case in two meetings held last 
week at the London Tavern—one the Slate Mountain Company and the 
other the Crieceth Slate Company, at both of which, no doubt, very great 
business of importance to the company ought to have been transacted, but, 


ay of business could be done. The Chairman and directors were at 

t, but could do nothing, not being supported by the presence of 
shareholders. Now, Sir, I ask you, is it fair for shareholders thus to ab- 
sent themselves from general meetings—in the first place, as regards those 
shareholders present, to whom it may be, and often is, at much inconve- 
nience and expense; and, in the second place, as regards the interests of 
the company? Can directors be blamed if they exhibit a coldness in the 
prosecution of the concern, when they see the shareholders appear to take 
8o little interest in it as not to attend the annual meetings for the trans- 
action of necessary business? There not being a quorum at such meetings 
places the shareholders, to a great extent, at the mercy of the directors, 
and leaves the entire future management of the company in their power, 
Just to do as they may see fit; and, then, when the next meeting comes, 
if things have not gone on well, these absentee shareholders raise a growl 
of dissatisfaction, and blame the directors, whereas the blame, it may be, 
lies with them, in their not being present at the meetings to advise and 
counsel, and support the directors in their onerous labours. But it may 

, and I fear often is, that these shareholders who do not attend these 
meetings are those whose calls have not been paid-up, and, therefore, ab- 
sent themselves for fear of an eaposé. 

Such, I presume, was the case in this instance; at all events, in the 
Slate Mountain Company, as out of about 4000 shares taken there was a 
sum of 2600/. due on unpaid calls! Now, tosay the least of it, it is most 
culpable on the part of the board to allow such a large sum as this to re- 
main unpaid; more especially as the hands of the engineer of the company 
were almost tied, in the prosecution of his work at the quarry for the want 
of funds; but Iam glad to say that the board are now fully resolved to 
make all defaulcers cash up, in order that the operations at the quarry may 
be vigorously proceeded with, which, if done, Mr. Fuller, the engineer, has 
no doubt of fully realising all the anticipations cherished respecting the 
ultimate success of the enterprise. 1 do hope that these remarks will have 
the good effect of letting shareholders see how culpable they are in first not 
peying punctually their calls, and secondly, in not attending the meetings. 

ae may plead in extenuation the time and expense involved; but if they 
would only reflect upon the mischief their conduct entails, both upon them 
and their fellow-adventurers, they would soon sec that it is a realisation of 
the adage, “ penny wise and pound foolish.”

THE GOLD REGION OF CANADA. 

Srr,—Years ago, when, under the shade of my Alma Mater, since 
raised to the dignity of a Canadian University, I dreamily sat listening to 
our reverend professor of geology while he related to us the tradition left 
us os Oe oe fathers of the existence of a rich gold field, south of 
Quebee, little did I fancy that my manhood should see me devoured by 
the auri sacra fames of Virgil, and treading in search of mammon the 
very ground so often trod by the followers of Ignatius in search of souls. 
But such has been my fate. For years past the richness of the Chaudiére 
gold fields has been gradually assuming consistency and shape in public 
opiaion here, Sir William Logan to the contrary notwithstanding. But 
the gold excitement became intense here about two month ago, om receipt 
of the news that three brothers, named Poulin, and their nephew, had dis- 
covered a rich placer, whence they had taken, and were still taking, great 
quantities of gold. Every fresh arrival brought confirmation of the 
news, and added to the list of lucky adventurers at the mines. Crowds 
flocked to the diggings to prospect for next years’ operations, and, accom- 
panied by a returned Australian, I joined the hurrying throng. We crossed 
the River St. Lawrence in our wretched little ferry-boat, hired a caldche, 
and drove through the thickly-settled parishes of St. Hewey, St. Isidore, 
St. Mary, and St. Joseph, a distance of 47 miles, exchanging pleasant 
nods, according to the custom of the country, with every habitant we met. 

As we entered the parish of St. Francis we encountered an enormous 
dyke of serpentine, said to be the source of all our gold here. Persons 
supposed to be more deeply versed in the mysteries of geology than I am, 
or ever can pretend to be, affirm that untold ages ago a great, irresistible 
glacial drift, coming from the north, broke off, ground up, and shoved or 
washed southwards towards our fronticr line all the gold contained in the 
crest, or richest part, of the auriferous veins connected with that serpen- 
tine; and whether that theory be correct or not, it is, nevertheless, a 
remarkable fact that the further south one removes from that serpentine 
the less coarse gold is to be found, and that no gold has been hitherto 
discovered north of the serpentine. Be that as it may, the gold seems 
uniformly distributed over an extent of several thousand square miles; 
and during the fortnight that my friend and T spent prospecting in that 
beautiful and finely-settled country we never failed to find the color in 
our pan; there the bright particles stood glittering in the black sand like 
stars in the firmament above, accompanied occasionally by crystals of 

tin, platina, and even small rubies. For hours, during the first few 
of our prospecting, I have stood over my companion, watching with 

“stening eye to catch, in the bottom of his pan, a glimpse of some glo- 
rious Nugget that was to bear my name, and immortalise my journey. 
But, alas! no great nugget came. ‘The secret, my companion told me at 
last, was that we were panning from the loose sands of the river, whence 
nearly all the gold had long since been washed into the numerous bars 
and islands below; he assured me that prospecting is but a preparatory 
work to enable the miner to judge of the probable richness of the bars 
around, and that I need not expect to make a haul while prospecting. I 
had to briile my impatience, and continue our prospecting. By his ad- 
vice, I finally bought a tract of land, to be worked by him on joint account 
next spring. At the close of our prospecting tour, we inspected the place 
called the Devil’s Rapids, on the Chaudiére, where a rich quartz vein is 
said to have been discovered in the river bed, and whence from a hole, 
4 feet square by 6 feet deep, $2400 worth of gold are said to have been 
extracted from the quartz during the very low waters of midsummer. 

At the period of our visit to the rapids the waters were too high to en- 
able us to get at the vein, but enough was seen by my companion to satisfy 
him that several rich gold-bearing quartz veins are to be found there. On 
enquiry we found that the property in eo is the subject of a lawsuit, 
which involves at the same time the title tothe gold over 108 square miles 
of the very best part of the gold region. I sat down in a reverie, and be- 
held floating before my mental vision the gold mine that such a suit, in- 
volving untold millions, would open up to attorneys, proctors, solicitors, 
barristers, et huie generi omni. I saw them, I fancied, stalk into the 


and of my determination to return home immediately. He, however, at 
last prevailed on me to visit the Poulin diggings, on the Gilbert River, a 
tributary of the Chaudiére, and which we had reserved to ourselves as the 
bonne bouche of our visit. When we arrived there we found about 200 
men and one woman digging on the right bank of the river, through about 
2 ft. of vegetable and sandy loam, 10 ft. of a strong and tough blue clay, 
glistening in the sun with finely attenuated particles of quartz, until they 
came to the pay-dirt, a yellowish ochrey clay and gravel, resting on the bed- 
rock. The men were engaged in washing the pay-dirt in rockers, and so 
slovenly and unskilful were they at their work, that even J, tyro as I am, 
could see that they were losing as much gold as they were saving; they 
saved nothing finer ia the shape of gold than pieces of the size of a grain 
of flax-seed, while in our presence a chubby little peasant boy picked out 
of the tailings a nugget worth $10. Not a few pieces, worth foes $1 to 
$4, have thus been picked out of the tailings by casual visitors to the mine. 
When the miners get to the bed rock, which consists of slate, and lies on 


ignited; its appearance is of a fibrous character, and it may be regarded as the product 
of a gigantic species of fern, In the neighbourhood of Havannah there is an enormous 
quarry of coa!, and galleries have been driven, and works are now in operation at a 
depth of 140 ft. Ata depth of 120 ft. the galleries had been driven in three sides of the 
shaft without coal being encountered; on the other side it was found resting on a black 
schistose formation, and the yield so far bas proved abundant. Workings also have 
| been commienced on the surface, from what is probably the rim of a great circular basin 
of coal. The machinery employed of late years for keeping the mine clear of water is 
bighiy efficient. The contiguity of the mine to the chief seaport is a great advantage.

All the miners seemed 
flush with the filthy luere—aye, and flush with whiskey too. None had 
been so unfortunate as not to have been rewarded with at least two days’ 
pay for a reasonable day’s labour. But foremost among the lucky stood 
the Brothers Poulin and their nephew, the discoverers of the place, and 
the holders of the best paying claims; one of them, on a square foot of the 
bed rock, had in one afternoon found $1200 worth of gold; one of the nug- 
gets, which from its peculiar shape was dubbed “‘ the beaver’s tail,” was 
sold on the spot for $250. The space of ground which had up till then 
been worked did not much exceed half an acre, and yet from that small 
space, on a moderate calculation, $25,000 worth of gold had already been 
extracted. Yet rich as those diggings undoubtedly are, 1 would advise 
no man, whose nerves and sinews have not been hardened by constant toil, 
to venture to dig for gold; hardships not to be endured by the gentle born, 
colds, rheumatism, and the seeds of death in all shapes, await those whose 
daily practice it has not been to earn their bread by the sweat of their brow. 
The visit I paid to the Gilbert River sickened me of the desire to dig. 
Still my companion wanted to inspect the Grand Falls, as a water-fall 
on the Upper Chaudiére is termed, and I had againtoyield. We arrived 
there the next day, and were disappointed, not in thecolor (for we readily 
found that), but in the appearance of the falls themselves, which we found 
to be only 10 ft. high. ‘The river bed immediately below the falls is com- 
posed of a series of deep holes, which the farmers about there declare to 
abound in gold. My Australian friend strongly dissented from that opinion. 
Be that as it may, while my companion continued his prospecting I sat on 
a rock listening to an old farmer’s relation of how the American General, 
Montgomery, during his invasion of Canada in 1775, had lost his military 
chest there, with $50,000 of gold and silver coin in it, and how the Devil. 
can be seen every night flitting round the scene in the shape of a fiery tongue, 
watching Montgomery’s treasure, &c. When my companion had satisfied 
himself prospecting, we jumped into our caléche, and returned to Quebec— 
he satisfied that the country is a second Australia, I cured of my dyspepsia 
and the gold fever. Viator. 





MINING IN CUBA—No. I. 


Sir,—The island of Cuba, discovered by Columbus in 1492—the last 
refuge of Spanish dominion in the Western World, if we take the San 
Domingo insurrection as wn fait accompli—is scarcely Jess remarkable for 
its extraordinary amount of mineral wealth than for the few efforts that 
have been put forth to put these to account, efforts fitful and intermittent, 
and seldom free from extraneous sources of discouragement. The policy 
of Cuban rulers, the ramifications of local political jurisdiction, the social influences 
pertaining to a slave country, and the want of the necessary skil!, capital, and enter- 
prise, have all aided in leaving in undisturbed reposs its rich metallic beds. Theisland 
is of caicareous formation, with a variegated serpentine marble widely distributed, and 
which invariably contains magnesia and copper and iron pyrites. In the Sierra de 
Juragua, in the eastern portion, mines of a!um and copperas have been worked, but from 
causes which need not be enumerated, as they had little to do with the actual wealth of 
the deposit, were soon discontinued. Here the native loadstone has been found, and 
here will, doubtless, eventually be found the largest deposits of the precious metals. 
At Santa Espiritu, Villa Clara, San Jaan, and Trinidad—points in the same extended 
chain—iron of extraordinary purity orops out on the surface, and evidences of auriferous 
and argentiferous wealth are abundant. A portion of the great cordiliera, known as 
the Sierra Macstra, presents whole masses of a ferruginous character. 

Seven miies from the head of the Bay of Santiago, and seven hundred from Havanna, 
is the most important copper mine in the island. It lies in the neighbourhood of the 
town of Cobre, which its wealth originally created, and was opened and worked at the 
period when the Spaniards were the masters of the New World. After being neglected 
again for more than a century,an English gentleman accidentally stumbled upon it, 
discovered its worth, and took the necessary ing operations, which 
have been continued up tothe present time, or more than thirty years, with good success. 
The principal tunnel is driven directly into the face of the mountain, and its level has 
served to carry off the water without the aid of shafts and pumps for the purpose. From 
this tunnel, along which a railway is laid, branch off numerous and extensive galleries. 
The ordinary yield of copper is 27 per cent. More than 1000 labourers, mostly slaves, 
are employed. An attempt to introduce Cornish miners may be considered to have 
failed, 100 sent out having died in the first sick!y season. Considering the extraordinary 
expenses attendant on carrying out mining operations in Cuba, it may be calculated 
that a yleld of from 18 to 20 per cent. of pure metal is requisite to enable the proprietor 
of a copper mine in that island to compete with the produce of the Cornwall mines. 

The mine of argentiferous copper discovered at Manicarragua, in the district of Villa 
Clara, in the centre of the island, bas proved exceedingly rich, At the outset 7 ozs, of 
pure silver were obtained from a quintal of the ore. As the works proceeded the pro- 
portion of silver became less, but even now the yield is such, and the purity of copper 
go great, that with proper appliances it might prove richly remunerative, Copper itself 
is in great demand in Cuba for the construction of sugar-boilers, The purity of the 

copper ore of Cuba allows of a very simple system of reduction; reverbatory furnaces 
are used both for smelting, purifying, and refining. The hearth fs elliptica', composed 
of layers of sand, clay, and pounded brick; the vault spring over is low, with an open- 
ing in the centre for throwing in the metal, which is closed by a plate of fire-clay. The 
workmen stir the charge, and remove the slag at two doors in the sice of the furnace. 
The purifying process does not differ materially from our own, and from the purity of 
the copper seldom occupies more than twenty minutes; in refining, various arrange- 
ments, generally of the simplest character, are made for the admission of the air. The 
metal is finally cast in ingots, which are cooled in water. For the extraction of silver, 
lead is used as an alloy, in the proportion of about ten parts to four parts of copper, fused 
in a cupola furnace, the plates being afterwards piled on their edges on a liquation 
hearth, and subjected to the action of ignited charcoal; the argentiferous lead flowing 
from the compound is then treated for the silver it contains. Under Don Sancho de 
Alquiza, who was appointed Governor in 1616, the annual produce of copper was about 
2000 quintals, and the copper extracted is represented to have been of a superior quality 
to anything then known in the foundries of Europe. 

The richness of Cuba in native gold is affimed by the early Spanish writers, Anghiera 
and Herrera; and in the sixteenth century enormous quantities of that metal were sent 
from Caba to Spain, but whether the gold thus exported was the product of mines then 
in operation, the first gleanings from the granitic sands, or the spoils wrested from the 
natives, is open to conjecture. In different parts of Cuba large and deep circular shafts 
are met with, cut through beds of serpentine marble, the exploration of several of which 
has led to the discovery of auriferous veins, indicating a period in the past in which 
mining operations for gold were perseveringly carried on, There are evidences of exten- 
sive workings for gold at Agabama and Sagua Ja Grande, and recently some singularly 
fine specimens of native gold have been brought to light; but these works, like those 
of other gold mines on the island, languish, less because they cannot clearly be made to 
prove remunerative, than that the attention of the proprietors on whose estates they 
lie is chiefly directed to the great staples, coffee, sugar, and tobacco, The private ad- 
venturer finds little encouragement as yet to organise for their working. The political 
aspect of affairs, the ever-watchful readiness of the Creoles to strike for independence 
of the Spanish yoke, added to difficulty of access, tend to discourage large operations. 
In the sand of a granitic quality found at the mouths of the rivers Damusi and Caunado, 
which fall into the Bay of Jagua, in the rivers Agabama, Sagua le Grande, Hoiquin, 
Bayamo, and Nipa, together with the Saramaguacan, where it falls into the Bay of 
Nuevitas, gold dust is found in quantity, which proved sufficient to pay the cost of 
search, before the requirements of planters enhanced the value of labour on the island 
toits present point. These sands are indices of large and rich deposits, secluded amidst 
the steeps and glens of the cordilleras, and which have not been touched, at least in 
modern times. Although the island lies in 2 comparatively small compass, its mineral 
wealth has been but imperfectly explored. 

The coal that has been mined in Cuba gives out a strong heat, with much flame, and 
leaves little solid residue. It has been extensively used for the coaling of steamers 
visiting the ports, for foundries, forges, and smithies. Still it is very far from excluding 
English coal, the market for which has continued to enlarge inthe Havannab. The 
sugar planters find that English coal best answers their purpose, especially those in the 
vicinity of the ports, or whose plantations lie along the route of the Havannah Railway. 
It is not until within comparatively recent years that steam-engines have been set up 








and finally cross the ocean to Her Gracious Majesty in Privy Council, in 
search of more law for their clients, and more nuggets for themselves, I 
became disgusted with digging for gold, and thought that if I could only 
prevail on either of the litigants to secure my unpurchaseable eloquence, 
what a fortune I should make. I jumped abruptly up, saying—* What 
a glorious oyster.” My companion, pot exactly seeing the oyster, thought 


on the large sugar estates; their employment necessarily tends to stimulate native coal 
mining. But serious competition with English coal—if, indeed, the demand will ever 
be seriously affected—cou!d only be brought about by securing English skill, not only 
in the form of English machinery, but of English labourers,in the working of the Cuban 
mines, so as to lessen present mismanagement of these undertakings, and render the 
returns much more proportionate to the capital and labour expended. Even the silver 
and copper mines of Mexico were found after a time only to pay when German and 
English Jadourers had been imported, and our modern metallurgic skill employed. The 
Cubans are neither habituated to the use of free labour, nor have they the art of putting

it to account, The coal of Cuba contains bituminous matter to excess, and ig easily 


} tion, and, if so, stamping would induce a waste. The most simple and, at the same 
time, the most effectual and economical mode of separation would be to wash away the 
clay, as they do in Cornwall, and the tin would be found, with other sandy matter, if 
any, at the base. If I recollect rightly, those mines were at one time inspected by Capt. 
F. Barratt, jun., St. Austell, than whom no one, I think, would be better able to give 
your correspondent the information required, and I recommend him to apply to Mr.

VANADIUM IN PIG-IRON, 


Sir,—In the Journal of Nov. 14, I observed a notice of a paper read by Mr. 
Riley, before the Chemical Society, in which he announced the rather old 
discovery that vanadium is found in certain kinds of pig-iron, Now,I do 
not mean to say that, considering the inutility of most of the subjects 
brought before the society (which seems to me to be gradually degene- 
rating into a theorising body, free from all taint of practical objects), Mr. 
Riley was unjustified in reading his paper; but 1 would caution practical 
men—if they need the caution—not to attempt the extraction of vanadium 
from pig-iron as a commercial speculation, unless they have plenty of funds 
at their disposal which they can afford to lose. Will Mr. Riley tell us how 
many pints of the vanadic ink has been manufactured ? I suspect it is 
like Prof. Pepper’s proposition to use thallium for pyrotechnic purposes, 
valuable only in theory. I think that no paper should be read before a 
scientific society unless it contains either the announcement of a discovery 
not generally known to the members, or of the practical and useful appli- 
cation of a discovery previously made. As anold fellow of the Chemical 
Society, I regret to find that these papers are becoming more and more 
rare, and that their place is being taken by those containing such announce- 
ments as the discovery of molecules of flour in bakers’ bread, and organic 
bodies, probably of the mite species, in cheese. ‘These, with explanations 
of the advantages of adopting new systems of chemical notation, “ that no 
fellah can underthtand,” and which are known to be farther from truth 
that that now in use, form the principal diversions of those meetings, from 
which, at least, the older fellows hoped to obtain advantage and instruc- 
tion. I would suggest that in future we abandon the reading of papers, 
and have eight days’ notice of questions to be discussed. The following 
might do for the next meeting:—1. Is polygamy amongst chemical atoms 
sactioned by the statutes of the science? and if not, is Mr. Oxygen to be 
deprived of the pleasures of married life because the Misses Hydrogen are 
twins?—2. Would an engineer or an analytical chemist be the more likely ta 
give a correct opinion whether a given material (say, Wood’s fusible metal), 
was a mechanical or chemical combination? Our scientific societies gene- 
rally, and the Chemical Society amongst them, are degenerating through 
the admission of anyone who chooses to pay the fees; and thus we have 
discussions on the mechanics of soda-water and the chemistry of printing, 
neither of which are, in my opinion, calculated to advance science or pro- 
mote industrial progress, 


ON PEAT AND ITS USES. 


Sin,—A correspondent, “G. H. C.,” in last week’s Journal, having 
noticed my connection with peat and its uses, I beg to say that I have 
for some few years past devoted considerable attention to this subject. 
In the latter part of 1861 I was engaged by the Earl of Arran to make 
certain experiments on peat moss, with a view of rendering it adaptable 
for the ordinary uses of his Irish tenantry, I accordingly designed ma- 
chinery for compressing the peat into blocks, which answered the pur- 
pose intended admirably. When, however, you place peat fuel into a 
furnace for smelting metals you require a very different material, and 
having seen and experimented with various schemes for manufacturing 
this, I have come to the conclusion that condensed peat is superior to any- 
thing else, and the speciman of iron to which your correspondent alludes 
proves its great superiority; it is entirely free from sulphur, and produces 
a close-grained iron, of remarkable tenacity and purity, closely resembling 
cast-stecl. ! may state, that I intend shortly addressing the Society of 
Arts on this subject, in a paper collating the various attemps that have 
been made to render this valuable fuel serviceable to the public, the causes 
of their failures, &c.

THE INTERSECTIONS OF LODES. 


Sir,—In the tin mines of Cornwall the arrangement of the mineral leaves 
little doubt that the same law prevails as in thatof copper. ‘The bunches 
have gencrally a dip from the horizontal in an easterly direction, and tak- 
ing a transverse section of them the upper part is frequently distinguished 
by greasy matter and a lower produce; in the centre the mineral is more 
concentrated, and consequently richer, whilst in the lower part the greasy 
matter disappears, and becomes much harder. 

The mineral in its dip varies a little occasionally as it becomes disturbed 
by other courses, or even a change of rock, or intersections by a fissure; 
having continued thus for some distance, it approaches the vertical, at 
length passes it, and ultimately takes a direction the reverse of what it had 
before. It is a little singular that the crystals of tin, after passing the ver- 
tical, are exceedingly more brilliant than in any other part. The miner 
supposes this to be the approaching terminations of the mineral, but the 
question has not yet been set at rest by sufficient exploration. In the 
centre of the tin lode there is frequently a small quartz course about 1 in. 
wide: sometimes it is a red opalescent substance, called by the miners 
‘ seal-wax.”’ The lode must not be considered to be a dense, compact, 
and homogeneous body, lying between two impregnable walls, but a system 
in itself capable of almost immeasurable action. 

In nearing a cross-course the lode assumes a dual character, and where 
it carries tin it may be only on one part, the other being barren; and after 
it passes the cross-course it will preserve the dual form for several fathoms, 
and ultimately inosculate or combine in one: but the tin meeting the cross- 
course on one of the divided parts of the lode will, I think, often pass out 
on that part which does not face it on the other side of the cross-course, 
but I cannot certify that this is always the case. A triangular piece of rock 
fills up the space on each side of the cross-course where the lode is divided. 

These remarks apply to lodes intersected by a quartz reef; but there are 
other conditions presented in some parts of the county—as at St. Agnes, 
the main course in interrupted by others dipping opposite to it, called 
droppers, and at the point of contact the lode does not continue below; but 
by rising several fathoms on the droppers the fugitive is again discovered 
as rich as before. This continues downwards until meeting with another 
dropper, when the same course must be pursued as at the first, and so on 
in regular succession. ‘There was a case of this sort met with many years 
ago in Prince Cobourg Mine. The adventurers had cut into a good bunch 
of tin by driving the adit, but on striking below the level a dropper was 
discovered; the miner was foiled, and believed that further prosecution 
was of no avail. Twoyoung men of that vicinity inspected the mine, and, 
having bargained with the captain for tribute and time, they commenced 
rising on the dropper, and not only discovered the lode, but the tin, and 
realised well for their enterprise. 

There is another case, still different—where two lodes pass each other 
they reciprocate their action. About 3 ft. before the point of meeting they 
diverge at an angle of nearly 45 degrees, Whichever way one part of the 
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lode may turn, the other part will go in the opposite direction, and will so 
meet as to enclose a nearly square piece of rock, the diverging part dimi- 
ishing to a tendril, just as if to equipoise by its more lengthened route in 
the ratio of the difference between the perpendicular and hypothenuse, 
There was a good representation of this habit of the meeting of the courses, 
im situ, at Trewavas Mine, many years ago, and, no doubt, remains to this 
time under the cliff a few fathoms to the east of the engine that was last 
erected there. It will be seen, I think, in the roof of asmall sowan, or 
zone, excavated by the sea. I am not writing on the cause of heaves, but 
the present subject is an interesting branch of mining, and the young miner 
is entreated to scour the coasts of the county for good sections of thestrata, 
and the intersections of lodes.—Ding Dong Mine. Joun TRURAN,

MINE MANAGEMENT—SUPPLY OF MATERIALS. 


Sir,—This subject is now being brought before the public in a variet 
of ways, and will, I hope, lead to good results. Much has been said wit 
regard to purchasing by tender and private contract. It must be evident 
to every man of business that the indiscriminate adoption of either system 
would be very inconvenient; but if in any particular mine, or under pe- 
culiar circumstances, it be found necessary to confine the whole of the 
purchases to one system or the other, there cannot be a doubt that public 
tender, when properly and faily carried out, would be the safest. Mr. 
Thomas Gregory, in speaking of the “discount ” allowed to agents, is mach 
nearer the truth than ‘‘ Merchant ” would have us believe. What was at 
first a bribe is now fast becoming a system, and the merchant is told that 
unless he remits the discount the orders will go to those who will. There 
cannot be a question of its being a bad and dangerous system, but on 
whom should the blame rest? From what has been written I infer that 
it is cast upon the mine agent, If there be an excuse for snch dealings, 
give him the benefit of it, as he is very badly paid. But what are we to 
say of the well-paid London secretary, who, in sending the cheque (which 
has been duly signed by the directors or committee) to the merchant for 
payment of his account, requests that “discount may be sent in postage 
stamps?” And how do matters stand when a merchant writes, ‘‘ The pur- 
ser, and also the secretary, both expect discount allowed them?” 

There appears to me but one way of overcoming the difficulty—i. ¢., 
employ men of good character only; pay them fairly, that they may be 
independent of the merchant; give them power to buy in the best market, 
and compare the prices with those paid at other mines, making due allow- 
ance for any difference in quality and cost of carriage.

GOLD MINING IN WALES. 


S1r,—By a notice received from the secretary of the Prince of Wales 
Gold Mining Company, I see that the directors are finally disposed to do 
what they ought to have done long ago—to incorporate their company.

Now, gentlemen or directors, if this is all correct as reported to me, will you still insist 
to spend the company’s money for useless machinery? I would advise all the share- 
holders to enquire at the next meeting what the directors have to say in justification, I 
would also, if Mr. Mosheimer would be good enough, be glad to have him present at the 
meeting, to give the benefit of his experience; and why he, as a shareholder, does not 
try to prevent such things, especially if it is true that he condemns the barrel, and 
warned the directors in time.— Barmouth, Dec, 2.

A MINING TOUR IN NORTH WALES. 
BY MR, JAMES CROFTS. 


_ “ The commercial importance of Flintshire is almost solely derived from 
its mineral productions. The lead ore is smelted upon the spot, and the 
metal is exported from Chester. Somekinds of the ore contain silver enough 
to repay with profit the expense of separating it from the lead; and several 
thousand ounces of silver have been annually extracted in thiscountry, which is chiefly 
used by the manufacturers of Birmingham and Sheffield, The calamine is partly ex- 
ported, and partly used in a brass-foundry at Holywell.” This account of the minerals 
Of lead and calamine in Flintshire was written, some seventy years since, by Dr. Aiken, 
who, in another portion of his description of the county, speaks of it as being one of the 
richest for lead, coal, ironstone, and limestone in the United Kingdom, whilst the area 
on which this wealth exists is not above 28 miles in length and 10 miles (average) in 
breadth. At present, however, it would be no exaggeration to say that the mineral 
commerce of Flint since the above-named period has increased fourfold,—but its mines 
in particular, which are confined to the ores of lead ani calamine, the latter found in 
company with the lead, and convertible into zinc, its worth being about one-fourth that 
of lead Cressed ready for the smeiting-furnace. Another authority, dating in 1827, 
states—“ In the vicinity of Holywell there is a productive lead mine, at the depth of 
about 220 feet from the surface of the earth. Access is gained to it by a su 

passage, about a mile in extent, which forms a level at the same time for discharging 
the superfluous water and extracting the ore. This mine was opened in the year 1773, 
and carried on for along time under very disadvantageous circumstances, until the dis- 
covery of arich vein amply indemnified the adventurers. The ore obtained is of various 
kinds; some of it contains a quantity of silver, sufficient to defray the expense of ex- 
7 > whence some thousand ounces are yearly sent to the manufacturing towns 


Treating the preceding extracts as a text, the writer proceeds to amplify the facts by 
details of alate visit he made to several of the Holywell Mines, The “ productive lead 
mine” mentioned is still worked (by local capital), under the name of HoLYweit LEVEL,

I am in communication with him 
on the subject, and hope he will commence soon, or we must again set our own men to 
work.—Surface: The carpenters during the greater part of the last month have been 
putting up self-acting feeders for the stamps, also laying down and extending the floor 
for blankets. The boiler has been placed close to the steam-hammer, and the house 
which covered it converted into a store-room. The foundation of the weighbridge is 
completed, and the fitter putting the machine together. The slight accident we bad on 
commencing with the steam-hammer will be remedied by the end of this week. In 
one month more we hope to have erected self-acting percussion-tables, to extract out of 
stuff after it has been through the almalgamators all copper and lead ore, which will 
go a great way towards paying the cost of the mine. In conclusion, I beg to call your 
attention to the necessity of at once laying down a tramway (partly self-acting) from 
the lower adit St. David’s to the works, and not to be bound for carriage either to con- 
tractors or our own cart, as when working large quantities this will prove too expensive, 








WELSH (Gold).—W. Daniel, Dec. 2: Adit Cefn Coch, driven by eight men: Our 
progress during the past month has been 3 ima. 1 {t.; the lode is about 18 in. wide, com- 
posed of very poor-looking quartz, containing a small quautity of iron pyrites, but no 
other mineral; a sample poanded down showed no gold in the batea; the end of the 
level is now about 20 fms. from the shaft, which at our present rate of driving will be 
reached in four months. The shaft has been stopped for the present, the expense of 
working was very considerable, owing to the large quantity of water we had to contend

WENTNOR.—W. Parry, Dec.1: Weare not yet able to resume operation at the lower 
level (123 yards) at Grestan, as the swallow will not, in wet seasons, keep the water 
under that depth. The men are employed making some trials, and I have set several 
bargains at Grestan to raise ore on tribute above the 80 yard level. We have also four 
men at Batler’s field, crossing from the vein, to intersect some courses of ore, which were 
very productive 20 yards higher up, and these I hope to reach after 3 or 4 yards driving.

Other large 
orders are in course of execution; and (as will be seen elsewhere) an ad- 
vantageous offer has recently been accepted for working the ironstone and 
fire-clay, which form a portion of the company’s grant. A broad-gauge 
line of railway is about to be carried up to the mouth of the present deep adit. The 
new level on the Mountain Seam is finished and the coal “struck.” The coal from 
this seam will be conveyed by a tramway to the “ screeas,” whence it may be brought 
to London without break of guage. It is computed that the Mountain Seam, with a 
comparatively limited working, will prodace 200 tons per day, and that the same quan- 
tity will be obtained from the Wenali-ryder. It may be mentioned that it has taken 
a@ much longer time than originally contemplated in converting the “ pillar and stalt,” 
the system adopted by the former owners, into the “ long wall.” The object of this 
change is to obtain a larger supply of coal with a smaller number of men. As the whole 
of the coal can be wrought by means of adit levels, the great and continuous outlay 
consequent upon the use of steam power will be altogether avoided. From the im- 
proved position of the Welsh coal trade, and the generally favourable prospects of the 
undertaking, it may be fairly assumed that remunerative results will soon be realised. 





Svate Quarries 1x CANADA.—Mr. R. Bell, of the Geological Survey, 
in a paper on this subject read before the Canadian Natural History vpaeon 
=—— the annual value of the slates produced in Wales alone is nearly 
1,000,000/. sterling, and the nett profits of many of the companies engaged 
in this branch of industry are upwards of 50 per cent. The most important slate-pro- 
ducing district in North America is situated at Vermont. But little of the deposit in 
Kastern Vermont can be profitably worked “ owing to contortions, imperfect cleavage, 
cross-joints, and the presence of foreign ingredients." Bands for the f 
ture of roofing slate were only found occasionally in this district. The quarries in the 
western part of Vermont appear to be more productive than those in the eastern part of 
the State. It seems that this slate is used for other purposes than roofing. Mantel- 
pleces, tadleand bureau tops, billiard-table beds, and lamp bottoms are manufactnred from 
it. The slates produced from the Northfield Quarries, Vermont, sell at $3% a “ square,” 
delivered in the cars. In Canada the price is 50 cents less per square, delivered at Rich- 
mond. A square of slates is 100 square ft. ; andthe greater the number of slates making 
up this area, the less the price. The most important slate quarries in Canada occur in 
the eastern townships. GeologicaUy speaking, they belong to rocks of the Quebec group. 
The author described other probably favourable localities for roofing slates in Eastern 
and Western Canada,

WEATHER PREDICTIONS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

S1r,—Some persons have stated that we shall have a severe winter, in 
consequence of the severe gales we have experienced this year. If this 
were any indication, instead of the late mild winter, the weather ought to 
have been very cold. The gales were equally violent during the months 
of October, November, and December as they have been this year. These 
violent winds occur in the order or process of Nature’s laws, and as soon 
as they have ceased their mission is complete ; perhaps never more to 
occur again over a period of millions of years. 

Admiral Fitzroy states that the latelamented Espy said these windsalways 
set from places of high barometer towards that of lower. I deny this. If 
it were so we ought not to have experienced the severe gales in England 
from the Ist to the 3d inst. During the last week in November the baro- 
meter was remarkably high throughout Europe. Again, the mercury in 
the barometer is now high again. Well, another gale will burst upon us 
abont the 5th or 6th. Such a theory cannot for a moment be supported, 
I treat it as mere “scientific jargon,” like the rest of the Admiral’s epistle 
addressed to the public. In my last letter I stated that an accumulation 
of phenomena had occurred at the same time; without these we shonld 
have experienced nothing but ordinary strong winds. I also stated the 

t would commence about the Ist inst., and continue more or 
violent until about the 9th. I think I can now point with some satis- 
faction—melancholy it may be—to the great accuracy of this:prediction. 
I also stated these winds would be accompanied with snow in places, 
Well, snow fell at Aberdeen, Dundee, and elsewhere.

_ Remarxs.—The stringent measure adopted by the Bank of England 
in order to stop the drain of gold, which has been in operation for some 
time, by raising the rate of discount on the 2d inst. to 7 per cent., and on 
the following day to 8 per cent., though rather calculated to alarm timid 
minds, and to cause fears that it may act prejudicially upon the Metal 
Market, will, we think, in its result prove these fears to be groundless, es- 
pecially as the movement is not caused by any disastrous circumstances, 
or by alarms of war — to arise; but, on the contrary, the trade of 
the country appears to be in a remarkably prosperous condition. We are 
not, therefore, apprehensive that any material or injurious change will take 
place in the Metal Market in consequence of these advances, but that it 
will continue to show the sound position it has occupied for some time 
past. Possibly it may tend, for a time, to check buyers in giving out 
their orders, as they may prefer waiting to see whether the rise is likely 
to continue; but this check, we imagine, will be only temporary. Specu- 
lation will, of course, be affected, but otherwise we do not anticipate any 
unfavourable result. 

Correr.—The market remains quiet, but steady; the advance in the 
Bank rate will tend to prevent any rise in fixed prices at present. For 
foreign there is rather more enquiry. 

Tron.—The demand still continues very good, and the firmness of the 
market is shown by the fact that many large buyers are desirous of enter- 
ing contracts for the next quarter at present prices; but this it is not likely 
they will succeed in doing, as already some Staffordshire makers have an- 
nounced an advance in the price of sheets and hoops of 5s. per ton, and 
there is a general expectation that at the next quarter-day an advance of 
20s. per ton will be decided upon. English iron is now selling at the 
works at 77. 5s.to 71. 10s. perton. A proof of the great improvement which 
has taken place in the iron trade of South Wales is found in the fact that 
nearly all the works that came to a standstill during the depressed times 
of the last four years are now either in work or preparing to commence 
operations. This satisfactary state of things has been brought about by 
the advance in the price of iron, and the good prospects for the future. 
Swedish iron has rather rallied during the week, and the price now quoted 
is 127. 5s. per ton. Scotch pig-iron has fluctuated considerably during the 
week, at one time rising as high as 66s. 9d. cash, and 67s. one month; 
after this, however, lower prices were accepted, and a large business was 
done at 66s, to 66s. 14d. three months, 65s. 3d. to 65s, 44d. one month, 
and 65s.cash. The first advance in the Bank rate having been anticipated, 
the market only flattened to the extent of 3d. per ton. The last advices 
from Glasgow state that the market opened at 64s, 14d. cash, and 65s. 
three months, but rallied to 65s, 3d. three months, and 64s. 9d. one month. 
On the second advance in the Bank rate becoming known we fell to 63s, 9d. 
cash, and advanced again to 63s. 103d. cash, and 64s. 3d, one month, at 
which we closed buyers. 

Lxeav.—Prices remain steady, at 207. 10s. for soft English pig, and 
212. 10s. for WB; the demand, however, is not very great. 

T1y.—No improvement has taken place in this metal, prices remaining 
as last quoted. The stock of Banca in the hands of the Trading Company 
for the next annual sale is 50,358 slabs, against 57,998 slabs the same 
time last year. 

Spre.ter.—The excitement in the market in this metal has continued 
unabated during the week, and — have rapidly run up—first to 182. 10s. 
on the spot, 182. 12s. 6d. for Jan. 1, and 18/7. 17s. 6d. for Jan. 15, and 
more recently to 187. 15s. on the spot, usual prompt, and 197, 2s. 6d. for 
Jan. 15, at all of which prices a large business has been done. The fear 
of war still acting upon the market tends to drive prices up, and still 
higher rates may be anticipated; indeed, the article is looking remarkably 
healthy, and in much better condition than for some time past; and, should 
war actually arise, it is impossible to say to what price the market may 
advance, Zinc.—An advance of 10s. per ton has taken place.

In a recent case which came under my notice, it was found necessary to 
get the assent of every shareholder to such a proceeding, in which view you coincided? 
Has any change in the law made it unnecessary ?—ALPHa. 


Tae Cost-Book System, with Limited Ligpiniry.—I have read with much interest 
the communications you havereceived from“ A. P.” I am satisfied that if companies 
can be legally registered in the manver proposed by him, such companies will be the 
best form of incorporation for mining purposes, I must confess that myself I do not 
see how they may be so formed in a jegal manner, but from the positive manner in 
which “ A. P.” states that they can be, [await with interest his further correspon- 
dence on the subject. I recommend your readers to attentively consider the propo- 
‘sitions laid down by him, and I think they will, on consideration, agree that they are 
improvements on the present cost-book and limited liability. There is one thing that 
should be stipulated in a company so formed—that is, that the shareholders should 
themselves make the calls, and not the directors; I presume this could be inserted in 
‘the Articles, The unlimited ability of the cost-book is a most uncomfortable state 
of things for shareholders in such companies, while the disadvantages attending the 
increase of capital in limited companies, where the original amount has been exbausted, 
«cause so many failures, that an improvement is wanted.—R. E. T

{The Canton pecul weighs about 133% Ibs. avoirdupois ; the Chinese dollar is worth 
about 4s. 2d., varying, of course, with the exchange. Whe foreign merchants usually 
reckon 1000 dollars equal to 720 tacls, and the taei is worth nearly 6s, As reference 
to the pecul is frequently made in commercial affairs, it may be stated that Mr. P. L. 
Simmonds, in his “ Dictionary of Trade Products, Commercial, Manufacturing, and 
Technical Terms” thus defines it :—The pecul, or picul, is a Dutch messure of capa- 
city, the principal heavy weight used in most of the markets of the Eastern archipe- 
lago. At Macas, the Portuguese distinguish it into three kinds—the pecul balanca of 
100 catties=133 Ibs. 5 ozs. 5°33 dwts. avoirdupois; the pecul seda, of from 111 to 
115 catties =148'2 ibs. avoirdupois; the pecul chapa, of 150 catties=200 Ibs. avoir- 
dupols. At Singapore, 16 peculs and 80 catties make a ton, and 40 peculs a coyan;: 
90 catties seda=a Canton pecnl, or pecul balanca. By the first, or pecul balanca, are 
sold cotton and valuable articles ; by the pecul seda, alum, pepper, and coarse goods ; 
and by the pecul chapa rice, The pecul in Batavia is 135 lbs, 10 ozs.; in Japan, 
13) Ibs.; and in Manila, 144 owt.) 


(Milnthorpe).—The average value of all the iron ore raised in 
the United Kingdom during 1858 was about 6s. per ton, the variation being from about 
nil to, say, 15s., according to the quality of the ore, place of delivery, and various 
other circumstances.

Mine IN IRELAND. —We have receive! a long letter from “ An Old Miner,” in reply 
to Mr. W. Tonkin, of Dburode. “ An Old Miner” denies all the assertions of Mr. 
Tonkin, as to his having superintended the underground operations at Coosheen Mine, 
&c.; bat the letter is, unfortunately, so full of personalities and references to private 
matters as to deprive it of all value tothe general reader. One or two sentences, how- 
ever, may be given, to show the nature of “ An Old Miner’s” communication :—“ W. 
Tonkin says the engive in Schull Bay Mine {s close to the boundary of the sett, whereas 
the fact is that itis in the centre of the mine. I conclude this part of my letter with the 
statement, which will, if necessary, be confirmed by every gentleman and miner in the 
country, that there is not one word of trath in Mr. Tonkin’s letter from beginning to 
end. A parting word about Dhurode Mine. Mr. Tonkin has been ‘civil engineering’ 
in that mine the past seven years, and he has not during that period raised a single 
cargo of ore, and if he remains in Dhurode 77 years longer, in my opinion, he will 
never raise a cargo of ore, although he may have the professional ald of the ‘ magnetic 
pick.’ He tells us that he has sunk three shafts, in order to get at the ore. Sinking 
shafts, however, will not raise ore, nor will they convert iron into purple copper ore, 
Mr. Tonkin, with all his shafts, during the last seven years has never seen the bot- 
tom of Dhurode Mine (sunk 30 and 40 fms. below the sea level), but I have, and I 
know what is in the bottom, but you do not, Mr. Tonkin. The new perpendicular 
shaft, near the forge, was a grand piece of ‘civil engineering.’ Truly, Mr. Tonkin, 
after such exploits, I wonder you do not append C.E. and C.M.E. to your name. It 
costs nothing, and you are quite as much entitled to the decoration as your great and 
learned master, Mr, F, Bynes, with the ‘ maguetic pick.’” 
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The gigantic strides which this country is now making in her export 
trade, and to which we specially alluded at the close of Test month, are 
still further demonstrated by the returns from the Board of Trade, which 
are now before us, forthe month, and the ten months ending Oct. 31. The 
total declared value of our shipments during the longer period, of articles 
the produce and manufactire of Great Britain, is set down at 119,377,0451., 
and at 15,082,332/. for the shorter period. During the corresponding por- 
tions of last year the aggregates were 103,519,269/. and 9,846,8351., con- 
sequently showing that the increase in 1863 over 1862 is 15,857,776/. for 
the ten months, and 5,235,4972. for the month, so that while the former is 
equivalent to an excess for the entire year of about 19,000,000/., the latter is 
equal to the marvellous sum of upwards of 62,000,0007. We believe that the 
country has never before shown such extraordinary figures in respect of 
her prosperity, and surely nothing can more clearly demonstrate how great 
must be the return, in course of a short time, of specie and bullion in pay- 
ment for these consignments or orders to counteract the demand, or ap- 
yyy which exists for the export of the precious metals, and which 
as led to the rapid advance by the Bank of England to 8 per cent. 
for discounts, a wise and precautionary measure under the present aspect 
of continental questions and affairs, but clearly only a temporary one as 
regards the state of home enterprise. 
Mining industry maintains its own proud position in this advance of the 
increase for the ten months of 15 millions odd, as shown before, nearly 
four millions beiog represented by metals and metallic manufacture. In 
coals only is there a decrease, every other head gives an increase. The 
deficiency in coals and culm is 50,645/., the difference between 3,197,921. 
and 3,147,2761., but the excess in iron alone is 1,598,725/.; in copper, 
1,067,703/.; in hardware and cutlery, 730,374/.; in machinery, 310,3662.; 
in steel, 58,663/.; in tin-plates, 31,816/.; in brass, 18,7752.; in zinc, 50691. ; 
tin uhwrought, 5452/.; and in lead, 30937. The total declared value for 
the ten months of this year is 29,983,4417., against 26,204,050/. of last 
year, giving, therefore, the excess, as stated, after deducting for the de- 
crease in coals, 
The transactions in the precious metals between this country and others 
give a balance in favour of England, both for the month and the ten months; 
and, therefore, as already expressed, the course taken by the Bank of Eng- 
land is more as a precautionary one than justified by facts in reference to 
our interchange with nations. The imports during the ten months were 
equivalent to 24,753,995/., and the exports to 21,340,4412., or 3,413,552/. 
to our advantage; while for the month the imports were 2,476,9072., 
against 2,475,318/. in exports, or 1589/. in excess, a small amount certainly, 
but still making the balance to the credit of this country. 
During the longer period we have exported to Egypt, in transit to India 
and China, no less than 9,024,330/., and received in return only 18,0632.; 
to France, 3,802,008/., against 1,023,167/. imported; to Russia, 2,707,857/., 
against 881,748/.; to the Hanse Towns, 1,435,7717., against 841,9607.; to 
Spain, 1,007,706/., against 8113/.; to the Brazils, 1,393,898/., against 
124,8701.; to Holland, 214,7477., against 129,804/.; to Portugal, 631,8701., 
against 47,9497.; to Malta, 154,636/., against 2319/.; to British North 
America, 111,733/., against 92,530/.; to British South Africa, 63,5542., 
against 80637; to Gibraltar, 52,695/., against 27,4917.; and to “ other 
countries ”’ not enumerated, 171,762/., against’11,0097. imported. On the 
other hand, we received from Mexico no less than 8,856,455/., and sent 
only 292,9612.; from the United States, 6,762,8797., and exported to them 
45,2071.; from Australia, 5,086,785/., against 1721/.; from Belgium, 
657,4751., against 160,347/.; from Turkey, 98,5587. against 21,517/.; and 
from West Coast of Africa, 62,091/., against 46,126/., while British Co- 
lumbia gave us 12,664/., without any returns of a similar kind. 
The total export trade of the country for the ten months was effected by 
42,059 vessels, of the computed aggregate burthen of 10,151,792 tons, of 
which 5229 vessels cleared for British possessions, and 36,830 for foreign 
countries, the average tonnage of the former being 446, and the latter 212. 








Of every country possessing mineral territory, as of every person in the 
inheritance of mineral property, the duty is clearly defined. The bond to 
the letter imposes on the community and on the individual so endowed the 
industry to explore and work. There is no evading the responsibility; 
whatever the surface cultivation, room must be accorded to the miner for 
his operations, otherwise the value of property in its fulness and reality 
cannot be reached, it will remain inert and useless to a serious extent, 
and science and art consequently suffer in their most important interests. 
Ié cannot be admitted that Lord Bacon was even wise in his generation, 
when he bade the world not to “ moil” for riches underground; expe- 
rience at the present time explodes such philosophy, and with eye of 
staid speculation and unwavering hand points the fact, that the balance 
of labour between agriculture and manufactures could not be prosperously 
sustained in this, or in any other country, were mine-works to be discou- 
raged or neglected, and impressively directs the energies of every le 
to such, as constituting an industrial pursuit, which if perseveringly fol- 
lowed leads ultimately on to fortune. Short-sighted truly is the policy 
which would restrain a section of the people, even in a new settlement, 
from this available means of advancement. ‘The toil of the husband- 
man, and the tending of the feeder of flocks and herds, are not the only 
inspirations of intelligence to which people in a new country should hold 
themselves accessible. Merino and short-horn are, no doubt, profitable, 
and dot the landscape attractively, but the nomad and the culturer would 
ill serve the world at its actual civilised age were there no “dark and 
dangerous pits and traps of mines and mining,” with the long, smoking 
chimneys, and the ponderous machinery to which they minister in their 
natural imposing positions over the face of the land. 

What would Australia be were it not for her mines?—the reference is 
not made to the “diggings” only. Her copper has been the source of 
enormous wealth; yet it is recorded to have been in the main instance 
discovered by an accident to a dray—the upsetting of a cart. Well, it is 
but fair to put the question—if the miner’s pick had been in the first days 
of the colony called into requisition, how much sooner would Australian 
greatness and prosperity have been achieved ? ‘Farther still, had those 
plains of Victoria, over which for five-and twenty years the shepherds un- 
consciously traced gold-paths, been here and there, at the initiative, sim- 
ply ‘‘costeaned ” by an adventuring Cornishman, to what greater extent 
would not the world have profited? Unquestionably it were now more 
advanced thun it is—to speak in a business sense—had it had a quarter of 
a century sooner those auriferous supplies of progression. Such a span of 
time is something to be considered in the life of man; it is, rather, a very 
preponderating item, and forces its estimate on each and all; therefore 
should the maxim be followed among communities wherever founded, as 
among individuals wherever located, that beginning with the beginning, 
every labourer should be in his place, and every man to his labour. 

After providing for the support of animal life, the mineral resources of 
a settlement merit the earliest testing; and this attended to, time will be 
taken by the forelock to the promoting of that commerce and manufacture 





whereby the purposes of civilisation are best served and its principles uni- 
versally utilised. So self-evident a requirement in the sphere of human 


industry needs no lengthened discussion to prove its worth, and recom- 
mend it as materially important. 

The “ knights of the pick ” are not mere Quixotes; they have their uses, 
and those uses are in the present day more than ever t and acknow- 
ledged facts; in a word, those errant explorers are in the first rank servi- 
tors of the commonwealth; and as they will, doubtless, exercise their 
prowess in one of the most attractive, as to soil and climate, of our depen- 
dencies, New d, as soon as the present disturbances are quelled into 
solid and enduring pacification, an event evidently by no means remote, 
we refer to that colony, and readily recognise the admirable practical sug- 
gestions afforded us by a work entitled the ‘‘ New Zealand Hand-Book; 
or, a Guide to the Britain of the South,” put forth by Messrs. WiL.1s, 
Gann, and Co., of the New Zealand offices, Crosby-square. Such a pub- 
lication, it may be supposed, owes its origin to less of the philanthropic 
than the business intent; but, nevertheless, there is evidence on the face of 
this “‘ Handbook ” of legitimacy of purpose which at once introduces it to 
favourable consideration, a feeling agreeably intensified by perusal. His- 
toric reference to early colonisation discovers, more or less in all instances, 
a battle of the passions, in which rapacity leads, and moral justice hovers 
a dim vision in the rear; however, although New Zealand cannot be cited 
as altogether foreign to such an acquisitive influence, there certainly never 
was @ country appropriated by might in which greater efforts were made 
by the ruling powers to render the yoke bearable by the Aborigines—nay, 
to velvet the bonds necessary to the control of savage and unsettled tribes; 
and to such a petting of barbarism, to so gentle’a system of civilisation, may 
be justly attributed the existing Maori turbulence, and that of other hordes 
in former days. Most difficult has it been to impress the natives of the 
New Zealand wilds that British friendliness for them sprang from true 
Christian principles, and not from apprehensiveness of their valur os 
“ braves” should they be aroused to hostility; but the time is conhe t¢,_ 
abuse those people, for their own well-being, of so fatuitous an erroi#*anc 
to sternly reduce them to that state of subservency through which they 
shall become approachable by reasoning and religion, and Jearn in humble 
and salutary peace the real interests and duties of humanity. A result so 
desirable will be secured by the strong hand, me pecrnd directed, we have 
no doubt; but, without entering into the political subject too deeply, regret 
may be here expressed that means to that end had not been made sooner 
available. Then, had rule been upheld, and lasting benefits to the country 
realised, the colonist population, now amounting to 140,000, would have 
been quintrupled, peopling a fertile and beautiful region, to their own ag- 
grandisement and theextension of the civilised dominance of the mother state, 

To suppress promptly this unfortunate revolt of the Maories with every 
power we possess, and put the government of the entire colony on a sure 
footing, is imperative. And regarding this active policy. a paragraph 
= be given from the work, already noticed, of Messrs. Wits, GANn, 
and Co., whose direct professional interests are vested in the peace and 
prosperity of this dependency: it forcibly points the moral thus—“ Indeed, 
the most probable and desirable termination of the affair will be the inflic- 
tion of such a long-merited, long-forborne punishment on the ruffian tribes 
of Taranaki, as will show the Maori, from Cape Valliser to Cape Reinga, 
that though we love best the arts of peace we have not neglected the arts 
of war, and that while our desire, now as cver, is to do unto him as we 
would have others do unto us, the British Crown will maintain order and 
security in every province of the colony, and allow no man, settler or 
savage, to trample on the law.” Now, it is plain that an order, thus firmly 
constituted, is the more required where the rich resources of a settlement, 
such as that of New Zealand, are so calculated to excite rivalries and com- 
petition, and touching upon the main incentive to mineral enterprise. Gold, 
silver, coal, iron, lead, tin, copper, nickel, manganese, alum, and sulphur, 
may be enumerated as the treasures discovered there up to this time, and 
for the possession of which scientific industry will have to employ its skill 
and energy. Coal and iron promise to be most staple resources, the latter 
offering a field of unbounded wealth to our home capitalists. This mineral, 
it appears, is diffused through several districts; and on the Otago coast rocks 
are found so magnetic as to influence very sensibly the traveller’s compass. 

Of the iron-sand forming the beach of New Plymouth for many miles, 
and which, fine and dust-like, adheres in the form of steel-like particles to 
a common magnet, the value is, as an element of metallic reproduction, 
held at a high estimate by those mineralogists in this country who have 
hitherto had it submitted to their inspection; and upon acareful metallur- 
gical assay made in London, of these sands, taken indiscriminately, they 
yielded of iron a minimum of 38} per cent., and a maximum of 59. It 
is, therefore, proposed to form a company for smelting it in New Zealand 
into an export of bar-steel; and, peace once restored to the colony, such an 
assocjation cannot fail to meet with e:ninent success. The present is not 
the moment to treat of the other mineral prospects, but it is reasonable to 
expect the time will shortly arrive when the subject can occupy our colamns 
under the auspices of certain and well-established tranquility in New Zea- 
land, and, therefore, encouragingly to all whom the spirit of enterprise 
shall draw into its legitimate mining and commercial undertakings in that 
favoured colony—favoured in its geographical position, in soil and climate, 
and in all but its native population. What New Zealand may become 
through the exploration of its mines would be difficult to estimate: that 
it possesses vast riches in depth is sufficiently indicated, but hitherto owing 
to the contentious and rebellious character of the natives, great obstructions 
have opposed the miner’s progress. ‘Those, however, will be by-and-bye 
overcome, and English capital and labour willdothe rest. The gold fields, 
on the other hand, offer a cheering éxception. While yet the storm of 
disaffection which has now burst was gathering, the gold obtained during 
a period of 24 months—that is, from the date of the earliest discovery in 
June, 1861, to June, 1863—shows a gross yield of 700,000 ozs., or about 
8,000,0002. worth.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


It may be interesting to note the mineral production of the Zollverein, 
although we have no data at hand subsequent to 1861. The totals for 
Prussia have already been given, and this state holds the first place in the 
Confederation, the value of its mineral production attaining 71 per cent. 
of the sum total. The states which compose the Zollvercin, and the mi- 
neral production of which we are about to indicate, are Prussia, Anhalt, 
Lippe, Waldeck, Luxembourg, Bavaria, Saxony, Hanover, Wurtemberg, Baden, Elec- 
toral Hesse, the Grand Duchy of Hesse, the States of Thuringia (Weimar, Coburg, Meli- 
nengen, Altenburg, Sch warzburg, and Reuss), Brunswick, Oldenburg, and Nassau; and,

The situation of the Belgian iron trade continues unchanged. Orders 
become more and more numerous, the works are fully active in executing 
orders, and transactions at distant terms can no longer be concluded, ex- 
cept at prices above the current rates. Exportations continue to follow a 
progressive course, several new contracts for rails are in fation, and de- 
liveries are being made for the South and vid Antwerp, The export trade has fallen off 
somewhat in the direction of Germany, bnt has taken a great extension in other quar- 
ters. English products have now entered into serlous competition with Belgian, and in 
many cases the result of the struggle shows the progress accomplished in Belgium, as 
regards the quality, as well as the reduced price, of its production. If the Government 
perseveres in a reduction of the tariffs on the State railway lines, as some measures taken 





recently lead one to suppose, the export trade will be endowed with a new arm, of 


which it seems disposed to avail itself with vigour. At Charleroi, casting pig, although 
only giving rise to a limited number of transactions, is very firm, and a rise of 2s, per 
ton is announced by some establishments, which quote No. 5 at 3/. 18s. to 42. per ton at 
the works, with a scale of 2s, per number. The considerable rise in Scotch pig places 
Belgian in a very favourable position as regards competition. In iron there is no va- 
riation. At Lidge, the situation presents the same aspect. The Belgian coal trade has 
improved, deliveries vid the Meuse having acquired a great activity; the stock on hand 
is being rapidly diminished, and it is expected that it will be wholly exhausted at the 
commencement of the really cold weather of winter.

Iron is in limited demand, but taking into account the execution of old contracts, 
there is sufficient employment on hand to maintain activity to the works; everywhere 
the greatest briskness prevails, and it is believed that this situation will be maintained 
until January. Astonishment has been felt that prices have remained stationary in 
France, after the rise established in England and Belgium, and some merchants think 
that this foreign movement, having been without immediate effect upon French quota- 
tions, will not be attended with further results. But there does not appear to be good 
ground for believing that prices are checked in the French market without its being pos- 
sible to profit from the rise which has appeared in neighbouring countries. It will be 
necessary to wait, however, until stocks of foreign iron in French warehouses are ex- 
hausted. The condition in which English and Belgian producers find themselves assure 
the maintenance of their favourable situation, and at present rates it will be very difi- 
cult to import. Already the arrivals have been much reduced, and if old contracts did 
not remain to be executed the entrées would be almost nti. The majority of merchants 
-exhaust their stocks at this period of the year without replenishing them, in order to 
render their stock-taking at the end of the year more easy, At the commencement of 
next season the emptiness of the warehouses will be all the more sensibly felt, as mer- 
chants can no longer reckon on foreign iron, and when it becomes essential for them to 
renew their stocks a revival of activity is anticipated. Rolled irons are quoted without 
change, at 97, 8s. to 97.

The richness of this mineral, the analytical strength of which ranges from 
40 to 54 per cent. of sulphur, the importance of the bearings, the total product of which 
amounted in 1861 to 36,210 tons, the relatively low price of 143. 6d. per ton, at which it 
{is on an aversge sold for industrial purposes, all assure it a marked preponderance over 
the sulphurs of Sicily, and a considerable place in mining industry, 
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An improved process for condensing lead fume has recently been patented 
by Mr. F. Bennett, metallurgist, of Helywell, Flintshire. It consists in 
the pesos ened a centrifugal whecl, with screw vanes or blades, worked 
in a cylindrical chamber, having a supply of water maintained to a certain 
leve) in the chamber. Rotary motion is given to the wheel, and the effect 
is that the draught occasioned by such rotation draws in the metallic fume 
from the flue leading from the furnaces into the condensing chamber, and 
at the same time the water is thrown up by centrifugal force, and both 
water and fame are brought into intimate contact. The fume is thus con- 
densed, and forced forwards to an outlet, into a tank, whilst the uncon- 
densible gases pass over the surface of the water to the flue leading to the 
chimney. The tank is constructed to enclose the condensing chamber at 
the end next the chimney and the two sides, and there being a commani- 
eation to the condensing chamber at the ends next the wheel, the water is 
drawn by the suction of the wheel, to be again brought into contact with 
fresh fume from the furnaces, This operation is repeated until the water 
is sufficiently saturated to be run into a second tank for settlement. Fresh 
water is supplied by pipes arranged for the purpose. The shaft and vanes 
of the wheel being constantly washed by water in each rotation, may be 
constructed of material unaffected by heat or sulphurous acid, and may, 
therefore, be worked in close proximity to the furnaces. There are no 
valves or machinery liable to get out of order, and the apparatus appears 
to be simple and inexpensive. The main difficulty of condensing lead 
fume has hitherto been the partial stoppage of the draught of the furnaces; 
this is stated to be entirely removed by the use of this process, which in- 
creases rather than impedes the draught. 

That the invention may be more readily understood we give a diagram 
of the condensing chamber, &c., in section, in which A is the flue from 
the furnace, opening into acondensing chamber; B, the condensing cham- 
ber, which is cylindrical; C, the shaft, on which a wheel, formed with 
screw vanes or blades, is fixed; D D, the vanes of the screw vanes; E, the 
pulley on the shaft, round which a strap or band is passed, for communi- 
cating rotary motion to the wheel; F, the water supply-pipe, for keeping 
the chamber supplied with water to such a level that a portion of the blades 
shall be submerged at one part of their rotation; G, G, G, bridges or parti- 
tions in the chamber, supported upon arches or otherwise; H, the outlet 
for the condensed fume, &c.; I, the outlet-flae to the chimney; and, K, 
the tank for the condensed fume. 








THE IRON RESOURCES OF SCOTLAND. 

The quantity of Pig-Iron produced this year in Scotland may be set 
down at not less than 1,150,000 tons, which, valued at the average price 
of the year of 55s. per ton, represent a total value of 3,162,500/. sterling; 
thas exhibiting an increase in the quantity of 70,000 tons, and in the 
value of 309,5002., when compared with the returns of 1862, 


The stocks of Pig-Iron in Scotland have now increased to at least 
750,000 tons, which, calculated at the average price of this week of 65s. 
per ton, amounts to 2,437,500/. sterling. 

The price has advanced from 50s. 6d. in May last to 65s. 6d. per ton 
this month, and is now 10s, per ton higher than the average of the last 
fifteen years. The highly remunerative prices prevailing since last August 
have, no doubt, greatly stimulated production. In addition to supplying 
the local consumption, exports, foreign and coastwise, which hitherto 
were very large, there have already been about 30,000 tons deposited in 
warehouse keepers’ stores, and at present these deposits continue to be 
made at the rate of about 1000 tons daily. The often-quoted paragraph 
from the last annual circular of a leading iron broker, as follows— And 
it may reasonably be expected that the combined, steady, and well- 
directed efforts of producers and capitalists will, in the course of two 
years, achieve the grand result of a stock of one million of tons,”— 
seems, therefore, likely to be fully verified. 

There are to-day 132 furnaces in blast, against the average of 120 fur- 
naces in blast last year. The price is now 64s. Gd., against 55s, 6d. twelve 
months ago. 








New Rattway Lamp.—The trial of a newly-invented lamp for lighting 
railway platforms, goods stations, &c., took place at the Devonshire-street depot of the 
Great Eastern Railway, There were present Captain Belfield and Captain Martindale, 
who attended by order of the Secretary of State for War, and representatives of all the 
principal railways which ran into London. The yard of the depdt in question is about 
a quarter of a mile in length, and although four of the new lamps were erected, only two 
were used. The light from them was found amply sufficient to enable the workmen in 
every part of the yard to disp with theordinary hand-lamp hithertoin use. Indeed, 
such was the illuminating power of the light that small print could be read with facility 
at a distance of 45 yards, and the scientific men who witnessed the effect expressed their 
entire satisfaction with the result of the trial. The lamps are constructed and fixed 
upon the principle invented by Dr. Brown, late of the Royal Navy, and are already in 
general use on the Great Eastern Railway. 


New Raitway-Brake.—Interesting experiments were made last week 
on the Entre-Sambre-et- Meuse Railway, in Belgium, bet ween the stations of Frayre and 
Walcourt, to test the efficacy of a new brake, which is the more interesting as it is the 
invention of a lady, Mdile. Micas. The principle of the invention consists in the sudden 
application of a sort of wooden skate, or wedge, to the wheel, whereby it is raised a 
millimetre or two. From that moment the rapidity of the train Is checked, and a few 
seconds are gained, which, as may be imagined, are of immense value in case of danger. 
The action upon the brake is transmitted by asingle man pressing upon a rod connected 
with the wedge, and without the aid of a screw, M. Gobert, the engineer of the Govern- 
ment railways in Belgium, directed the experiments, and many other Belgian and 
foreign civil engineers were present. A train, weighing 195,000 kilogrammes, was al- 
lowed to decend a gradient of 14 millimetres per metre by its own weight, and without 
the aid of an engine, Two brakes being used, the train was stopped in a space of 300 
metres, while going at a speed of 36 kilometres (22% miles). In another experiment 
a train was drawn by a 16-in. engine, with four coupled wheels, along a level railway, 
and at the full speed of 55 kilometres (34 miles) per hour. A single brake stopped the 
train within the space of 400 metres. With two brakes the stoppage was obtained 
within the space of 175 metres ; and at a speed of 60 kilometres (38 miles) per hour, the 
stoppage was effected within the space of 165 metres only ; results far superior to those 
obtained with the common brakes now in use.—Galignani. 


Tae Cuearest Ratwayr in toe Unrrep Kixcpom.—It was men- 
tioned a couple of months back that the county of Donegal had gained the distinction of 
making the cheapest railway in the United Kingdom ; the Finn Valley Line, of 13 miles, 
having been constructed for less than 5400/. per mile. The following, from the Dublin 
Daily Express, shows that the results are such as might have been anticipated, and 
that a good dividend may be realised from an amount of traffic that, under an extrava- 
gant system of construction and heavy payments for land, would have been ruinous to 
the shareholders :—“ The weekly receipts of the Finn Valley Railway have risen from 
3% in September to 82/, last week, The inhabitants of the county of Donegal are at 








last beginning to taste the advantages of railway communication. Should this railway 
as is usua!, double the ordinary road traffic, the receipts would be about 200/. weekly, 
which would pay the shareholders about 10 per cent. When we are enabled to announce 
this we shall look to see few districts in Ireland without a railway.” 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Dec. 3.—The Iron Trade appears to get brisker every week. All the 
works are full of orders for some time to come, and a considerable number 
of the ironmasters are refusing orders.

The last augmentations of the price were freely accepted by 
public, They did not check any new enterprises, and the amount to which 
they raised the price of iron was not such as to shut us out of the conti- 
nental markets. A further advance might produce these results, Every- 
thing would go up with the rise in price, and it is very likely that pur- 
chasers would begin to hold back, that works in which iron is largely em- 
ployed would be in some cases delayed whilst the competition of Belgian 
and other continental makers would come actively into operation, and the 
impetus which the high price would give to the production would also tend 
to depress the trade for some time. A further advance is certainly not 
generally regarded as desirable, and if the trade should be forced to it they 
will make it unwillingly. If the advance in the rate of discount should 
somewhat temporarily check the demand, it will not occasion regret. 

Vendors of Ly by are hardening prices. Hematites are selling at 
31. 17s, 6d., and the dealers say that the price will be 4/. before the quar- 
ter is out. Best all mine pigs are now 4/., and it would be hard to buy 
at less, and some makers are asking 4/. 5s. All mine coal has been again 
raised Is. per ton east of Dudley, and in the Brierley Hill district the 
miners are asking for a further advance in wages of 6d. per day for thick 
coal, and 3d. for thin coal. The Hardware Trades are, almost without 
without exception, brisk, and the returns of the Board of Trade show how 
much the export of this branch of trade has been increasing during the 
latter part of the year. 

In the case of a man being killed from over-winding at the Caponfield 
Colliery, near Bilston, from being drawn up to the pulley, and thrown 
out of the skip, the engine-tenter, Noah Rogers, has been committed for 
trial for manslaughter. ‘The deceased was about to be lowered, and the 
banksman signalled to the engine-tenter to raise the skip, so as to enable 
the skip to be withdrawn, when he raised it to the pulley, and the man 
was thrown out and killed. Some evidence was given to show that the 
skip would sometimes be drawn up slightly after the engine had ceased to 
move it by by the weight of the chain of a deeper pit, worked from the 
same whimsey, causing the chain to creep; but a number of skilled wit- 
nesses, including the Government Inspector, Mr. Baker, deposed that had 
the engine-tenter been attentive to his duty the accident would not have 
happened, and the jury returned a verdict involving his committal. 

A very pleasing illustration of the good feeling which may exist between 
workmen and those set over them, was afforded by a dinner and the pre- 
sentation of a silver cup, on Saturday evening, at the Shelton Bar Iron- 
works, in North Staffordshire, to Mr. J. Harrington, the superintendent of the works, 
from the workmen employed there. Ear! Granville is the principal proprietor of the 
works. Mr. W.S. Roden, the managing partner of the company, presided. In an 
address to Mr. Harrington, the men acknowledged his kindness, and said :—* These acts 
of kindness are gratefully felt by the workmen—they conduce to his contentment, and 
tend to the harmonious working together of overlookers and workmen. We desire spe- 
cially to thank you for the kind service so recently rendered to us, which resulted in 
oar wages being raised by the company, and that without any previous signs of dis- 
satisfaction on our part. There is not one present this evening who participates in the 
good resulting from your efforts for our welfare who does not feel the liveliest gratitude 
towards you. We, therefore, beg your acceptance of this silver cup as a slight acknow- 
ledgment of our appreciation of your worth, hoping it may ever remind you of the 
kindly feeling which accompanied its presentation, That you may be long spared to 
pursue that course of usefulness and devotedness to the cause of the forgemen, is the 
sincere prayer of the undersigned.” Mr. Roden, as partner, gave Mr. Harrington equal 
commendation for his services to his employers; and the proceedings happily illustrated 
the fallacy of the idea that the exchange of wages and labour is the only bond between 
artizans and those who employ them. 

At Wellington Petty Sessions,on Tuesday, John and Robert Bailey, chartermasters, 
living at Dawley, were charged with a breach of the 21st special rule, which provides 
that the chartermasters shall descend the pit before the men commence work, which 
they neglected todo. Defendants pleaded guilty, and were fined 2/7. each and costs. 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Dec. 3.—It must be admitted that the present state of the Iron Trade 
is such that could hardly have been expected twelve months ago, or even 
three months ago. When the or for rails and bars gradually ad- 
vanced from 5/, 5s., f.0.b., to 6/. and 61. 5s., many were of opinion that 
the advance was not a healthy one, and that it would not last long. 
Others, including the more speculative members of the iron trade, ex- 
pressed a different opinion, and «sserted that the increased prices was the 
result of a substantial demand to mcet the actual requirements of buyers, 
and, therefore, there was no reason to believe that quotations would de- 
cline. This latter view has proved the correct one, for not only have 
prices not gone down, but, on the contrary, the market is getting firmer 
and firmer every day, and the following are the present ruling quotations, 
f.o.b.:—Bars, 67. 17s. 6d. to 7/. 28. 6d.; rails, 7/. to 7/. 5s.; pig, No. 1, 
41, 7s. 6d. to 47. 103. ‘There are large orders for rails in the market, and 
there is every prospect that an unusual quantity of railway iron will be 
required next year, owing to there being so many new railway projects 
in progress on the Continent and in India. Other descriptions of iron are 
in equally as good request, and the trade generally shows unmistakable 
signs of a permanent and lasting improvement. 

The Coal Trade is in a fairly active state. ‘The steam coal proprietors 
keep their collieries on full time, and the demand in every part of the 
district is good. ‘The unusual pressure of orders, which was the case at 
Cardiff a few weeks ago, has now abated toa great extent, but there is 
substantial activity still evinced in the trade. The house coal colliers of 
the Monmouthshire district gave noticeon the Ist of the month (Tuesday) 
for an advance in wages. The men say that, taking into consideration 
the general improvement in trade, and the increased demand for house 
coal, they are entitled to a rise of 2d. per ton on the present price of 
cutting. From what I can glean as to the feeling of the masters, there 
is every reason to believe that the request of the colliers will be granted. 

The negociations for the purchase or leasing of the Newport Docks by 
the Harbour Trust and Town Council have been brought to a sudden ter- 
mination, by the refusal of the dock directors to treat for the present. The 
public are as yet in the dark as to what led the dock directors to come to 
this rather strange resolution, taking into consideration the financial posi- 
tion of the Dock Company; but there are rumours afloat that the Great 
Western are likely to become, ultimately, the lessees or purchasers of the 
property. If thisshould turn out to be correct, no one will regret the ter- 
mination of the negociations with the Harbour Trust and Town Council. 

It is rumoured that serious disagreements have taken place between 
Messrs. Fothergill and Co., the new proprietors of the Plymouth Works, 
and the trustees of the late Mr. Hill, and that the issue will be a Chancery 
suit, One can hardly believe the report, from the well-known business 
qualities of the gentlemen concerned. It is to be hoped that nothing will 
occur to interfere with the operations at the works. 

The following paragraph has appeared in the Zimes in reference to the 

employment of Lancashire operatives in the mining districts: — 
“The extraordinary emigration which has been going on for some time from the min- 
ing districts of the kingdom, and more especially from South Wales and Staffordshire, 
has cre: @ positive scarcity of skilled and unskilled Jabour, and it is naturally asked 
by many, ‘ Could not some of the Lancashire operatives be employed instead of those 
who are continually leaving for other countries?’ Certainly there is a considerable dif- 
ference between underground and aboveground work, and between cotton-bleaching and 
iron-making, yet a great number of the cotton operatives, now depending on charity, 
were formerly employed in connection with the machinery at the cotton factories, and 
they would see but little difference in the employment which would be given to them 
at the ironworks. Then, as to labourers, the operatives could more readily turn their 
hands to ordinary work at at the collleries and ironworks than farm servants, and it is 
a well-known fact thata great majority of the labourers employed in the mining districts 
were formerly engaged on farms or some other agricultural work. Ifthe district relief 
committees would take the matter in hand, there is no doubt that they would find suit- 
able employment for thousands of the cotton operatives.” 

At the Bristol Bankruptcy Court, on Monday, the last examination and discharge sit- 
ting was held in re Thomas Thomas, Mynyddslwyn, colliery proprietor, Mr. Abbot, 
who, with Mr. Blakey, app: ared for the assignees, did not oppose, and the former said 
that the last adjournment was taken in order that the opposing creditors might take 
action, but he understood they had done nothing,— Mr. Press (for certain investigating 
and opposing creditors) sald that was not so. He was acting for the gentleman sitting 
at his side, who had been making enquiries as to the truth of the bankrupt’s statements. 
There had been a correspondence, and the enquiries were with the view of showing that 
certain deeds of mortgages of property had been executed subsequent to the petition in 
bankruptcy. The result was at present anascertained, because, owing to his friend being 
unable to obtain certain definite information, the correspondence was still going on. In 
reply to his Honour, Mr, Press said the bankrupt parported to be the mortgagor of cers 
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tain leas~s, dated a year or two before the bankruptcy, but which the opposing creditors 
said were not executed and granted to him till after the filing of the petition, and that 
fraudulent dates had been inserted. There was adeficiency of 14,000/.,and the opposing 
creditors said they were now doing at their own expense what the assignees ought to 
have done.—Mr. Abbot explained what steps the assignees had taken, and expressed an 
opinion that the 5 dings of the opposing creditors would not benefit the estate.— Mr. 
A. Brittan, the bankrupt’s solleitor, having been heard against another adjournment, the 
bankrupt aud three or four witnesses were examined at considerable length —extending 
over several hours, and ultimately Mr. Press applied for asix months’ adjournment.—Mr. 
A. Brittan submitted that a three months’ adjournment was sufficient.—His Honour 
ordered the case to be adjourned for three months; but if they were obliged to come again 
the Court would not forget that Mr. Press had asked for six months.—On Tuesday the 
last examination was held in re C. Meredith, Pontypool, coal and mine contractor. Mr. 
Inskip, who appeared for the assignees, stated that there was no opposition, and the 
bankrupt passed his Jast examination, and received his discharge. 

Tue Morra Coniery Exrrosion—TERMINaTION OF THE INQUEST. 
—The adjourned inquest was resumed at Aberavon, on Monday, before 
Mr. Cuthbertson, coroner for the district. Mr. T. Evans, the Government 
Inspector of Mines for the district, was present, and also Mr. H. H. Vivian, 
M.P., one of the proprietors of the colliery. Mr. Strick appeared, as be- 
fore, to watch the proceedings on behalf of Messrs, Vivian and Sons, The 
first witness examined was William Barrass, who said: All the missing bodies have 
now been recovered and got ont of the colliery. We found five lamps in the west and 
one In the east; all the lamps found in the west were broken, and had no case on; two 
out of the five were unlocked, and they were found in No, 6 west level; the two un- 
locked Jamps belonged to John Tanner and John Edwards, I saw Tanner and Edwards 
going to work on the morning of the explosion, and I examined both their lamps, which 
were locked : I can swear that both lamps were locked, I have not found keys, or any- 
thing else, that could open the lamps, I am still of opinion that the explosion took 
place in No, 5 west, and that it wascaused by a fall. There was a large fall of coal and 
stone where the body of Evan Morgan was found, and itis very probable that heor some 
one else caused the fall by trying to get coal from near the goaf. The coal could be got 
rather easily from here, but if Morgan had been caught there he would have been fined, 
according to the regulations of the colliery. We had not stopped the men from work in 
this particular place,—Mr, H. L. Pritchard, surgeon, gave evidence as to the cause of 
dcath ineach case, The great majority lost their lives through the effects of the after- 
damp. The total number killed was 59. 

Mr. Thomas Evans said, | am Her Majesty's Inspector of Mines for the South Wales 
district, and the Morfa Colliery is in my district. [have examined the various work- 
ings of the colliery since the explosion, and I am of opinion that the ventilation was 
good. Ithink tho explosion took place in No, 5 west level, but I am not certain whe- 
ther in the upper or lower. The marks of violence, and the way in which the doors 
were blown, prove that the explosion took place in the west level; all the bodies found 
on the west side were more or less burnt, which was another prvof that the gas fired 
there; it was a difficult matter to state the cause of the explosion. It appesred that 
all the lamps were carefully locked, and examined on the morning of the explosion, and 
he thought that a fall must have caused the accident, Ifthe gas was as near to the 
men as Hughes sald it was, and it was warmer that night than usual, then I think that 
in that particular place the ventilation was defective. Hughes told Drummer that there 
was gas in the level; and the latter, as overman, ought at once to have taken measures 
to remove it, and stop the men from working.—Mr. Strick objected to this evidence, and 
said that it had been sworn before the coroner that If the little gas in the level had ex- 
ploded It wou'd not have caused any material damage,—Barrass explained that he in- 
tended to stop the men where the gas was; the men tn this working were not injured. 

Mr. Evans continued: I refer to this in order to show the general management of the 
colliery. If the gas were within 144 yard of the men, as Haghes says, it ought to have 
been at once removed. Collieries so extensive ns the Morfa ought to be examined daily. 
—By the Jary: I think the Morfa, upon the whole, was well managed, probably the 
best managed in South Wales. I do not think there was any deficiency of wood for the 
men, During the 13 years the pit has been working, six lives were lost prior to this 
accident, The average coal raised was 160,000 tons annually, and the average loss of 
life in South Wales was one for every 150,000 tons raised, This showed the Morfa in 
a favourable light up to the present explosion. -The Coroner then briefly summed up 
the evidence, and, after a short consultation, the jury returned the following verdict :— 
“ We find that Michael Crawley came by his death In consequence of an explosion of 
fire-damp, but how the explosion took place there is no evidence to show.” A similar 
verdict was returned in the other 38 cases.

REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 
Dec. 2.—We are in a position to report a continuation of activity in the 
Iron ‘Trade, greater, indeed, than has been experienced for a very long 
period. It would seem that we are getting entirely independent of the 
American trade, and that the Lancashire manufacturers are gradually find- 
ing work for their mills. ‘There is a general improvement in the manu- 
facturing trades of the country, the effects of which have been experienced in the iron 
trade. The Steel Trade is unusually active, and in several branches of the manufac- 
tured goods orders cannot be completed for some timetocome. The demand for railway 
ironwork is also good, and during the past week we have had a large accession of orders. 
The town of Sheffield has achteved great honours in the manufacture of armour-plates, 
and there is now no doubt but this branch of the iron manufacture will be extensively 
carried on at Sheffield, There are now two firms—Messre, John Brown and Co.,, of the 
Atias Works; and Mr. Cammell, of the Clyclops Works, each turning out plates to the 
entire satisfaction of the Admiralty, Other manufacturers are following in their wake, 
and we hear of two firms who are building extensive plants for the purpose of carrying 
n this trade. The firm of Messrs. John Brown and Co, has increased to such an ex~- 
ent that the wage-list is now about 40007. per week, There is a more healthy tone 
pervading all the departments of the iron trade, and from all appearances the activity is 
likely to be of some duration. 

There bas not been for years a portod of activity in the Coal Trade equal to the present, 
and the demand in many cases is greater than the supply. No greater proof is needed 
than the fact that some of the largest firms have increased the wages of the colliers 
10 per cent. without being asked for it, Such a spontaneous act is worthy of all praise. 
Mr. Barrow, of Staveley, was one of the first to adopt this step. There is a rumour 
which, we are told, is not without some foundation, that the worthy proprietor of Staveley 
Works was admitting some Manchester gentleman in partnership with him. Inthe pre- 
sent aspect of Staveley Works such a step would not be injudiclous, Mr. Barrow is far 
alvanced in years, and, though his energy and commercial activity are but little im- 
patred, considering the honours of old age, the works have increased to an extent far 
greater than was ever anticipated, and they require more attention than should be ex- 

ed from any individual mind, There is a great dulness fn lead mining affairs in 
North Derbyshire, and comparatively little dotng in any of the mines worthy of notice. 

A proposal Is now before the public in the shape of a parliamentary notice, which, if 
ever brought to maturity, will prove of immense importance to the coal trade of South 
Lancashire. It is a scheme to connect Blackburn and East Lancashire with Wigan, St. 
Helens, and Garston, by a direct line of railway, partly in conjunction with the existing 
roads of the London and North-Western Company, and to form a series of branch lines 
to place the adjacent coal districts in close connection with it. Already, however, there 
is opposition in the eld, the Lancashire and Yorkshire Company advertising a railway 
from Wigan to Blackburn, but the plan does not meet with much favour. 

An explosion of foul air, which has inflicted serious injury on three men, who are not 
expected to recover, took place at Messrs. Cross, Parr, and Co,’s colliery, Ashton-in- 
Mackerfleld. It is stated that lamps were given out unlocked to a party of men passing 
into the workings to their labour, and that one of them, taking off the top of his lamp, 
“ "the pit, and caused the accident. 

rh ona into the cause of the shocking accident at the Thryberg Hall Colliery, at 
Kilnburst, was opened on Tuesday night. It was stated that the cage or chairin which 
the men wero descending stopped suddenly in the shaft and tilted them out to the pit 
bottom, The cage runs in “ conductors,” which extend the whole depth of the shaft. 
They are of woud, not of iron, as stated,and are 5in. square. On Monday several of the 
officlals connected with the colliery descended the shaft to the spot where the accident 
occurred, and they found that one of the conductors had broken. One end of the cage 
was caught in the broken place, and the natural consequence would be to tilt the cage 
up and throw the men out. Seme question will no doubt be raised at the inquest, which 
is adjourned until Monday next, respecting the speed at which the men were lowered : 
it is alleged that the ordinary practice was to accomplish the distance, 290 yards, in 

minute,

GLASGOW SCHOOL OF MINES. 


The fourth annual examination of the students of this Institution was 
brought to a close on Wednesday, the 18th inst., when Mr. Ropson said 
—The President, Mr. Merry, has requested me to express his regret that 
an unavoidable engagement in the South prevents his being present on 
this occasion, but he has authorised me to present his usual prize—a 
miner’s compass; and to xd that he will give a similar one next year; 
that the prosperity of the School hashis best wishes, and that he will con- 
tinue to support it.—Mr. Robson then moved that Mr. Fercuson should 
take the chair, which was seconded by Mr. Alexander. ( 

The students had previously given written answers to a series of ques- 
tions relating to the working of minerals, ventilating mines, means employed for sup- 
porting the roof, &., in mines, and to the underground transit of minerals; and, in ad- 
dition to these written papers, they had submitted for competition a variety of draw- 
ings of mining machinery, and plans of working and ventilating mines, specimens of 
mineral surveying, &c., so that on Wednesday they had merely to make an appearance 
before the School Committee and a number of visitors, and receive the prizes which had 
been awarded them by the decisions of an examining committee. After a number of ques- 
tions on various mining matters had received verbal answers from the students, and be-

yn heving expressed his regret at the absence of the President, said— 
From causes which I need not allude to here, itis somewhat doubtful whether we may 
again meet as we have done to-day. Whilst the benefits which the mining school is 
roducing are only seen by those persons who have given it a little time and atten- 
tion, we trust they will be felt by others oe etd boy seen = 
m , 
ras those young men who, it may be, have sacri po! co reeete, —_ 
ore lively interest has not been taken in the school by the mining popu- 
Fad alerts ng and, p Mons particularly, by the lesser coalmasters, who, as a body, have 
not moved a single step in the matter, ‘although they are as likely to be benefited by 
+ creation of a superior grade of underground managers as any other class of employ- 
ers. In many cases they are ignorant of mining matters themselves, and their esta- 
blishments are too small to train young men up to a proper knowledge of the profession, 
which can be done, and is done, at some of the ironworks and larger collieries. The 
natural result follows. The management underground is, or at least may be, entrusted 
to a workman whose only qualification for the office is that of being able to please his 
employer, and carry out his objects by mere tact, in place of proper management, = 
which a better man would have arrived at by trained skill and anxious ingenuity. On 
the other hand, whilst all credit is due to those who are present, and to those sentoess 
who have gone from us in other years, there is a secret matter of regret which may 
alluded to—that so few have availed themselves of the opportunity for improvement. 
Iam aware that, even in this respect, the school here compares favourably enough with 
those of other places. Still I cannot help thinking there might have been more students, 
and would impress upon those present, and, through them, those who may be thinking 
of attending here next session, to do so whilst they have the opportunity, It seems 
strange, indeed, whilst a handful of handloom weavers in a country village, and the 
scattered population of a moorland district, can have sufficient fands, by their free will 
offerings, to provide fer a denominational teacher, that in connection with an interest 
which in 1861, produced nearly 13,000,000 tons of coal and ironstone, worth upwards of 
1.000,0001., there should be any doubt’ about the continuation of an institution caleu- 
Iated ‘at so small a cost to benefit that interest, in all its relations, both social and civic. 
Yet such is the case. Can it be that because the scheme wants the mercantile element 
of an immediate, direct, and seen percentage on the outlay? Or is it from its being too 
hilanthropic, too devoid of that antagonistic principle whereby rival establishments 
pons supported, having for their aim the accomplishment of one object by sely the 
same means, that doubts are now entertained that it may bea failure? In neither of 
these surmises, perhaps, bave we the real cause of weakness, and probably we have it 
in the want of clap-trap and notoriety. In everything connected with the movement, 
as with other jabours of the mine, the effects to be produced by them are unseen and 
unnoticed, Iron-clad ships visit our coasts, the wonder of thousands. Our merchant 
steamers bridge the Atlantic, and girdle the world. In these we see the effects of the 
miner’s toil, deep down in the dark mine, unheard of and unthought of in connection 
with these proud works of skill and energy ; and such, let us hope, will be the effect of 
the quiet labour here. It may be said—and it has been said, I believe—that, notwith- 
standing all the talk about benefiting clever workmen who may be anxious for improve- 
ment, the mining school is a mere masters’ movement after all. Allowing that to be 
the case—which I deny—I appeal to all of you, have you not, as a rule, found that the 
best managed works were in the long run always the best for the workmen?

Mr. ALEXANDER CRAWFORD thanked the Chairman and members of the committee 
for the great interest they had manifested in the welfare of the school. 

Sorree AND Presentation To Mr. Mark Frrar.—lIn the evening 
an assemblage of students, both of the past and former years, took place 
in the Waverly Temperance Hotel, Buchanan-street, where, according to 
previous arrangement, were also met a number of gentlemen interested in 
mining operations, and in the success of the School of Mines. The chair 
was occupied by Mr. Rosert Hoop, sen., of the Stonelay Colliery, Glas- 
gow, who, after an elegant repast, said that he supposed he must have been called to 
the honourable post of Chairman on the occasion simply on account of his age as a col- 
liery manager. As his knowledge of Mr. Fryar, in any capacity, was comparatively 
limited, he would call upon one of the students to name a few of the reasons which had 
induced them to give to their teacher such a manifestation of regard as was being made 
on that evening. 

After Mr. Davip Winaare had referred to some matters of high compliment in refer- 
ence to Mr. Fryar’s ability as a teacher of mining science, and to his “ always bavinga 
word of encouragement for every kind and class of students,” &c., 

The CuatrMan, in the name of the students, presented Mr. Fryar with the following 
instruments :—Hedley’s improved Compass for mineral surveying, made by Davis, of 
Derby, inscribed “To Mark Fryrar, M.E., F.G.S., &c., from the Students of the Glas- 
gow School of Mines. A Token of Esteem. Nov., 1863.” A Pocket Aneroid Barome- 
ter, bearing a like inscription; also a Surveying Chainand Tape. The Chairman hoped 
that these presents would pass from one generation to another as heirlooms in his 
family, proving to each individual member perpetual incentives to deeds of goodness 
and of wisdom, 

On receiving the presentation, Mr. MARK Fryar said :—Mr. Chairman, students, and 
visitors—There are times, I believe, in the lives of most men when the genuine feelings 
of the heart very far surpass the greatest skill of the artist’s pencil, however renowned 
that skill may be, or the most graphic portrayal which can possibly be made by human 
language. The present occasion is to myself one of these times. I feel at this moment 
that my mind and memory are engaged in most miscellaneous and conflicting thoughts 
and recollections ; Iam proud and gratified, and yet filled with regrets ; this occasion isto 
mea very happy one, and yet they are associated with it some remembrances which are 
productive of genuine sadness and grief. You must please bear with me, whilst I look 
back to the first annual meeting together of the students, in Nov., 1860, that being the 
end of the first year of the existence and operations of the Glasgow School of Mines. 
There are some, I think, present to-night who were also present at that meeting, and I 
have no doubt but that they will share with me in the feelings suggested and fostered 
by a recollection of the changes which have been effected amongst us by three years of 
time. In New Zealand, in Queensland, in Vancouver Island, in South Wales, and in 
Ireland, there are now at work influences and impressions which have been originated 
by Glasgow School of Mines students, and the effect of which shall be as lasting as 
matter itself, and not less prominent in the life of industry and enterprise than the re- 
sults of marked individual labour, of much higher pretensions, and of greater and more 
widely spread popular favour. Most of the students who have emigrated to far-away 
portions of the globe may, perhaps, return once again to their home-country before they 
die, or some of us may go to the lands of their adoption, and thus we may possibly meet 
again in the world ; but there are, alas! a few whom we can never hope to see any 
more in this life. Matthew Cleland, who, it will be remembered by some present, was 
one of the merriest at the first annual meeting referred to—a young man of considerable 
promise, and much beloved by his fellow-students, was, I believe, the first to be taken 
away from amongst us by death. He died after a lingering illness from consumption. 
The next, you will remember, was George Wyper, & man of no pretensions, bat of won- 
derfal attainments for anyone tn his station of life: he was, unfortunately, crushed to 
death beneath a fall of stone in the mine where he was employed, And the third case 
of death—and certainly a very lamentable and painful one—is that of John Carsweil. As 
this, to us, is the most recent of these painful circumstances of bereavement, and, there- 
fore, in our memories in almost the freshness of yesterday, we may be excused for re- 
ferring to it with some degree of minuteness. Mr. Carswell was in the School of Mines 
for about two years, and during that time he certainly made very wonderful progress. 
Feeling his deficiency in mathematics and in other branches of education, he devoted 
himself to these, in connection with his studies in mining matters, with an application 
and determination that no one could observe without applauding and admiring. Besides 
attending the lectures on mining, he attended some of the classes for a length of time 
in the Glasgow Institute; and often has he expressed to myself the great pleasure he 
experienced from feeling that so many of his old prejudices against education were being 
dissipated, and that he could see how little he really had known, whilst, in ignorance, 
he had assumed that he knew a great deal. Nearly two years ago he received an ap- 
pointment as head manager of the Wolfhill Colliery, Queen’s county, Ireland, and dur- 
ing this summer, while he was being drawn up an air-shaft by means of a rope and 
windlass, through some mysterious cause he lost his hold of the rope, fell a distance of 
about 23 yards, and was killed. I may mention that but a few months before this un- 
fortunate occurrence he was married, so that he has left a young widow to mourn his 
untimely death. Let us now turn to circumstances which may better accord with what 
our feeling may be expected to be on such an occasion as the present. I am very glad 
indeed to be able to say that, although the School of Mines has only been in operation 
for four years, no fewer than 93 students have studied in its classes during that time, 
and that of these at least 22 are now either actually engaged in the management of 
mines, or are assisting In the management thereof, and this number is exclusive of some 
four or five others, who were engaged in such situations before coming to the school. 
Can it be said, then, that the School of Mines has done no gocd? Who can tell us that 
human life and human suffering and woe have not already been prevent:d by it? Has 
the information and the improved intelligence obtained by these 22 men done nothing 
by way of increasing economy and safety in the management of mines? Were these 
questions carefully considered, not only by the mining people of Scotland, but by the 
people generally throughout the country, I feel satisfied that we should never have any 
reason to doubt the permanent continuance of this institution from the lack of funds, 
As regards this question, I may, however, tell you that a fair effort is now to be made 
to raise a sufficient amount of money for permanently endowing the school, so that in a 
short time, I trast, we shall have no reason to entertain any fears on this head, and cer- 
tainly were the school to be placed on such a permanent footing, it would remove doubts 
and uncertainties about its continuance, which under present circumstances cannot fail 
to militate against its success in a variety of ways. I would address the students pre- 
sent as representing the whole number of those who have been giving subscriptions to- 
wards this tation. You have done me very great honour; I accept these presents 
as a most substantial token of your good will and kindness. I regret exceedingly that 
I have not done more than I have done to deserve such a manifestation of regard as you 
have made me this night; I can, however, say, with a clear conscience, that so far a3 I 
have actually done anything for any one stadent, or for any number of students, I have 
done it for his or their interests to the very best of my ability. It is exceedingly grati- 
fying to me to receive from you such a proof that between us exists an affectionate link 
ofunion. May it never be broken, or never grow weaker, but by time and by trial may 
it grow stronger and of purer quality, uniting us more closely and inseparably together. 

Daring the latter part of the evening complimentary speeches were made by Mr. Geo. 
Simpson, M.E. and C.E.; Mr. Thomas Struthers, and Adjutant James Niven, of the 
Lanarkshire Artillery Volunteers. Music, songs, and recitations, with refreshments, 
varied the evening’s entertainment. Mr. William Henderson, of the Glasgow Metal 
Extraction Company,and Mr. James Lancaster, of the Nitshill Colliery, took part in the 
evening’s proceedings, which were terminated by the usual votes of thanks to the 
croupier, Mr. James Smart, and to the Chairman. 











Wueat Buiier.—Considerable interest was evinced as to the result of 
Wheal Buller meeting, on Friday last, a large number of the adventurers being desirous 
that the Messrs. Davey, who have been from the commencement of the new working of 
the mine the pursersand managers, should still continue to afford their services in 
these capacities, and those gentlemen have to some extent acceded to the wishes of their 
friends. At the present time there are very few large shareholders in the mine. It is 
divided into 256 shares, and these are held by 126 shareholders, being jast an average of 
two shares each. The Messrs. Davey still hold 39 shares, Mr. Munday 12 shares, and 
Mr. Richard Hallett 7 shares. During the past week shares have changed hands at 
242, to 251, After the resolution to carry on the mine for two months longer under the 
same management had been passed, however, Capt. Richard Pryor offered to take the 
whole of Messrs. Davey’s shares at 30/. per share, but these gentlemen felt that they 
could not, after the resolution which had been come to, retire from the mine at the pre- 
sent time, The sbarcholders have received altogether 71 dividends, amounting to 9502. 
per share, The tota) outlay per share, inthe first place, was 107. Atonetime the mine 
was selling at the market price of 300,000/., or 1262/7. per share, and the mine was pay- 
ing dividends of 2001. per share per annum,a 40/. dividend per share being declared bi- 
monthly at onetime. The last dividend was made in May, 1861, and the mine has been 
working under the present management 12 years, the engine having been set to work in 
1846. Witford’s shaft, the sinking of which is about to be resumed, has not been sunk 
for the last six years. It is down to the 150 fm. leve), and being in granite there is very 
little water. It is remarkable how few Cornish shareholders there are in the mine at 
the present time. 


Serious Accipent.—On Friday last a serious accident at Old Wheal 
Boys, situated between Scorrier and Shallow Adit Bar, on the Redruth and Truro-road. 
It appears that Capt. Michael Taylor, of Wheal Union, and a man named Clymo, were 
engaged in descending one of the old shafts of Wheal Boys to ascertain the state of the 
shaft and the general condition of the mine, when one of the ladder sollars gave way, 
and both men fell a distance of 10 fms. Capt. Taylor sustained a compound fracture of 
the thigh, and otherwise seriously injured, and Clymo was considerably bruised.
